World figures reject ‘Star Wars? 

WASHINGTON ( R) — Scores of prominent figures in the Uni- 
ted States. Canada and Europe on Wednesday released an appeal 
to world governments to oppose space militarisation programmes 
such as President Reagan's "Star Wars " concept. The appeal., 
published simultaneously in North American and European cap- 
itals, said space weapons were more likely to start a nuclear war 
than prevent one. "We urge all governments to abandon and 
actively oppose all space- or ground-based programmes for wea- 
pons in outer space to maintain, strengthen and strictly observe 
existing arms control agreements and to negotiate a ban on anti- 
sa tel Lie weapons, including the withdrawal of existing systems." 
they said. "Existing or prupused Ispacej weapons are ill- 
conceivcd and dangerous, more apt to lead to nuclear war than to 
prevent it," they added.

Hie 
autopsy has yet to determine whe- 
ther she was raped. Amos was 
working at the tin Yahav com- 
munal settlement 120 kilometres 
southeast of Tel Aviv. 

Shara’a in S.Arabia 
- after Tehran visit 

TAlF ( R) - Syrian fbreignuMin- 
istcr Farouk“Ai Shara'a arrived in 
Taif on Wednesday, and dip- 
lomatic sources in the region said 
he might be carrying an Iranian 
response to a Saudi warning over 
attacks on Gulf shaping.

Shuru'a visited Tehran on Tue- 
sday and was believed to have car- 
ried a Saudi message expressing 
die kingdom's concern over att- 
acks, apparently by Iranian air- 
craft, on two Saudi tankers in the 
southern Gulf this month- The 
Nources said Mr. Shara'u might 
also discuss fears of renewed con- 
flict between Syria and Israel.

A 21 -gun sal- 
ute was fired as the Indian leader's 
plane touched down. 

31 killed in 
S.African accident 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) - A 
bus currying 176 schoolchildren 
overturned, killing 3 1 youths and 
injuring the rest, authorities in the 
South African homeland of Tra- 
nskei said Wednesday. The acc- 
ident Tuesday night was the sec- 
ond bus disaster in the black hom- 
eland in two days. 
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Gorbachev, lamenting 
Chernobyl accident, 
extends moratorium 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev said on Wednesday the Che- 
rnobyl disaster had shown humanity for the 
first time atomic energy out of control and 
announced Moscow would extend its nuclear 
test freeze until Aug. 6. 


In an address on state tel- 
evision, Mr. Gorbachev said: “A 
misfortune has befallen us — the 
accident at the Chernobyl nuclear 
power plant. 

"For the first time ever we enc- 
ountered in reality such a sinister 
force as nuclear energy that has 
escaped control...' 1 

Mr. Gorbachev said seven peo- 
ple had died from radiation and 
29V people were still in hospital. 

“It is early yet to pass final jud- 
gment on the causes of the acc- 
ident," Mr. Gorbachev said. 

Mr. Gorbachev said the Che- 
rnobyl disaster "showed again 
what an abyss will open if nuclear 
war befalls mankind... 

"In conditions when the att- 
ention to nuclear matters inc- 
reased, the Soviet government... 
has decided to extend its unilateral 
moratorium on midear tests till* 
Aug. 6 this year he said. 

Moscow froze nuclear testing 
last August hut suspended the halt 
two months ago after the United 
States ignored its call to join in a 
ban. 


Mr. Gorbachev, making his first 
public comment on the April 26 
disaster, also renewed a call to 
President Ronald Reagan to meet 
him in Europe to discuss a test 
ban. 

As an alternative venue Mr. 
Gorbachev suggested Hiroshima, 
the Japanese city where the first 
atomic bomb was dropped on 
Aug. 6, 1945. near the end of 
World War 11. 

He dented that the Soviet 
Union had been late in telling the 
world of the disaster, reported 48 
hours after it took place, and pro- 
posed a new mechanism for exc- 
hanging information on nuclear 
accidents. 

He also suggested “creating an 
international regime of safe dev- 
elopment of nuclear power on the 
basis of dose cooperation of all 
nations dealing with nuclear 
power engineering." 

"A system of prompt warning 
and supply of information in the 
event of accidents and faults at 
nuclear power stations... should 
be established in the framework of 


this regime," be said. 

Mr. Gorbachev, who spoke for 
25 minutes, said measures taken 
immediately after the accident 
had "failed to protect many peo- 
ple" 

His statement that 299 were in 
hospital raised the figure of hos- 
pital cases from 209. His remark 
that “seven of them have died 1 ' 
appeared to raise the death toll to 
nine. Two died in the initial acc- 
ident. 

Mr. Gorbachev said the Kre- 
mlin had acted "as soon as we 
received reliable initial inf- 
ormation'' and he praised rescue 
workers. 

The radiation in the area aro- 
und Chernobyl, from which 
92,000 people were evacuated, 
remained dangerous, though the 
problem at the crippled reactor 
had been quelled, he said. 

"Thanks to the effective mea- 
sures taken, it is possible to say 
today that the worst has passed. 
The most serious consequences 
have been averted. 

“Of course, the end is not yet. it 
is not time to rest,** he added. 

But Mr. Gorbachev attacked 
the United States and the Western 
media for launching an “unr- 
estrained anti-Soviet campaign'* 
over the accident. 

"Generally speaking, we faced 
a veritable mountain of lies — 
most malicious lies..." he said. 


Israeli troops wound 
two AI Najah students 


OCCUPIED WEST BANK 
(Agencies) — Israeli soldiers shot 
and wounded two Palestinian stu- 
dent demonstrators and three 
other Palestinians were hit by 
rocks during a protest in the occ- 
upied West Bank, the Israeli mil- 
itary said Wednesday. 

Hie Palestine Press Service, a 
Palestinian news agency, reported 
that four Palestinians had been 
wounded, all of them by soldiers. 

An army, official speaking on 
condition of anonymity said about 
100 students at AI Najah Uni- 
versity in Nablus marched out of 
the campus and began stoning an 
Israeli border police patrol. 

Troop reinforcements were cal- 
led in, the spokesman said. The 


demonstrators entered the old 
town market and continued to 
throw rocks. 

The troops then opened fire, 
wounding two demonstrators, the 
spokesman said. The local news- 
agency Itim reported that the 
wounded were hospitalised with 
medium injuries. 

The army imposed a curfew on 
the old market and the nearby 
- Balata refugee camp. 

According to the Palestine 
Press Service, the demonstration 
began after rumours that an “ind- 
ependence" day march organised 
by Jewish settlers from the nearby 
settlement of Alon Moreh was to 
go through downtown Nablus. 


King Juan Carlos calls for 
cooperation against terrorism 


STRASBOURG (Agencies) - 
Spain’s King Juan Carlos on Wed- 
nesday called for more coo- 
peration against terrorism and for 
European Community (EC), 
role in world disarmament. 

In the first address by a Spanish 
monarch to the European Par- 
liament. King Juan Carlos also 
appealed to member states to ove- 
rcome their difficulties and work 
towards European unity. 

Speaking just four months after 
Spain joined the EC, King Juan 
Carlos said: "The cooperation 
already exsting in the fight against 
terrorism must be intensified." 

"We roust use ail legitimate 
means at our disposal to protect 
freedom and democracy against 
the threat of those who fanatically 
attempt to destroy the basic pri- 
maries that inspire the system of 


peaceful co-existence of our Eur- 
opean society he said. 

King J uan Carlos, rally the third 
monarch to address the directly- 
elected assembly after King Hus- 
sein in 1983 and Queen Beatrix of 
The Netherlands in 1984, warned 
that Europe had overcome int- 
ernal conflict only to become a 
potential stage for world conflicts. 

“ Within the framework of Wes- 
tern security. Community Europe 
can and must play a determining 
role in order to achieve a world 
governed by detente that eoahles 
concrete results to be obtained in 
the area of disarmament," he said. 

Parliament officials said sec- 
urity was tjght on Wednesday with 
the building ringed by police, alt- 
hough it was below levels seen for 
last year’s visit by President Rea- 
gan. 


Qadhafi denies role in Spanish 
right-wing activities — Kreisky 


MADRID (R) — Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi lias denied 
accusations that he was behind 
extreme right-wing activities in 
Spain, former Austrian Cha- 
ncellor Bruno Kreisky has been 
quoted as saying. 

Dr. Kreisky, holidaying in 
Palma de Majorca, told the Spa- 
nish state news agency EFE he 
was surprised that Spain accused 
Libya of being behind a rightist 
plot in Spain. 

"Qadhafi denied to me that be 
was involved in activities by the 
Spanish extreme right-wing and 
he is prepared to dear this up with 
any Spanish representative,*’ he 
told EFE Tuesday night, 

Spain last week expelled the 
Libyan consul-general, accusing 


him of arranging a meeting bet- 
ween Col. Qadhafi and a Spanish 
army colonel.. 

• Cbl. Meer de_ Ribera, a dep- 
uty provincial military governor, 
was detained and charged with 
absence without leave. 

In a related development, Spain 
at the weekend arrested 10 sus- 
pected guerrillas of the 
Lebanon-based Call of Jesus 
Christ group. 

The Spanish ambassador to 
Tripoli, Ricardo Peydro, who 
formally protested over "irregular 
activities" by the Libyan embassy 
in Madrid, was summoned on 
Tuesday to hear the Libyan For- 
eign Ministry categorically deny 
the accusations. 


Bombings, 
missile 
attacks 
reported 
in Jakarta 

JAKARTA. Indonesia (Age- 
ncies) — Bombs exploded on 
Wednesday at a national mon- 
ument and outside an office bui- 
lding, but three primitive pro- 
jectiles fired at the Japanese and 
US. embassies failed to blow up. 
police said. 

No casualties were reported in 
any of the attacks. 

Intelligence sources, who ins- 
isted on anonymity, told AP att- 
acks apparently were the work of a 
small extremist group with pos- 
sible support from Libyans. 

Police said a Japanese suspect 
was arrested, and that they also 
were seeking three Libyans. 

The U.S. embassy was eva- 
cuated for two hours and cor- 
doned off by Indonesian security 
men after a rocket made of 10 
soft-drink cans was fired from a 
nearby fair ground, exploding 
with a loud noise before hitting the 
embassy courtyard. 

Segments of a projectile were 
found on the roof of the embassy 
chancery, but a U.S. spokesman 
said he was not sure if it was debris 
from that rocket or a second mis- 
sile. 

Police said a crude rocket lau- 
ncher was found about 200 metres 
north of the embassy in the fair 
ground. 

A car exploded in front of an 
office block bousing the Canadian 
embassy, catching fire and dam- 
aging six vehicles nearby. But a 
Canadian embassy spokesman 
said he did not believe the emb- 
assy was a target. 

A rocket fired from a nearby 
hotel also hit the third-floor of the 
Japanese embassy, a spokesman 
said. He described it was a han- 
dmade projectile and said damage 
was negligible. 

Police said it was fired from a 
hotel room across the street from 
the Japanese mission, where they 
found a bag, a rocket launcher and 
about three litres of gasoline. 

Police said they had arrested a 
Japanese suspect whom they ide- 
ntified as Chousuki Kikuchi, and 
were searching for three Libyans 
who hotel officials said had been 
seen with him earlier. 

Deputy Attorney General Nug- 
roho said Kikuchi was detained 
because he was seen trying to run 
out of the hotel carrying a bag.

Shultz: U.S. has cautioned 
Israel, Syria against war 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz said on Wednesday the 
United States had cautioned Israel 
and Syria not to start a war at a 
time of high tension between the 
countries. 

"We don't believe war between 
Israel and Syria would serve either 
party’s interests and we have cau- 
tioned against it," he said at the 
Overseas Writers’ Club here. 

Mr. Shultz said Syria had car- 
ried out a “big build up” of its 
forces in Lebanon and moved its 
fortifications forward. 

“It’s a highly tense situation, 
there’s no doubt about that,” he 
said. 

Mr . Shultz gave no details of the 
alleged Syrian military build up 
but Israeli military sources quoted 
by Reuter said it had built new 
tank emplacements close to the 
Israeli border in eastern Lebanon. 

They added, however, that 
there were no signs Syria planned 
to arm the fortifications or launch 
an immediate attack. 

Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres said on Tuesday he had sou- 
ght to begin peace talks with Syria, 
but had been rebuffed. 

His remarks, which Mr. Shultz 
said on Wednesday he had noted 


but did not comment on , were the 
first public indication that Israel 
sought peace talks with Dam- 
ascus. 

Peres said on Wednesday that 
Israel would fight Syria's inv- 
olvement in "terrorism” 

“It is better to focus attention 
on a matter in which we have 
many partners... than on one 
which admittedly causes dis- 
comfort but is a more long-range 
problem.” Peres said during an 
interview on Israel Radio. “If we 
try to do both at once, we will find 
that neither is effective." 

Peres described the changes in 
the Syrian deployment in Leb- 
anon as "limited." 

According to Peres, last week's 
reports that Israel and Syria were 
on the brink of war were fab- 
ricated by PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat. “He sent out letters to all 
the Arab countries saying Israel 
was about to attack the Palestinian 
refugee camps in Lebanon and to 
hit Syria," Peres charged. 

According to Peres, Israel sho- 
uld wait "even if it takes a bit lon- 
ger and requires more patience, 
until the United States and Eur- 
ope are convinced that there are 
Syrian fingerprints (on ter- 
rorism)." 


Iraqis overrun strategic 
mountain and two peaks 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraqi forces 
swept across Iranian-held mou- 
ntains of northeastern Iraq, cap- 
turing a strategic mountain and 
two peaks, and Iraqi forces further 
south fought off two Iranian att- 
acks on Iraqi-occupied Iranian 
territory, war communiques said 
Wednesday. 

A communique broadcast on 
Baghdad Radio said the recapture 
of the northern territory took 
place Tuesday night. 

Iraqi forces and Kurdish par- 
amilitary troops seized the str- 
ategic peak of Kardamand from 
Iranian hands, said the com- 
munique. The Iraqis also stormed 
and recaptured two nearby mou- 
ntain peaks, Kodo and Kaitiako. 
in the northern Kurdistan region. 

Backed tty artillery and war- 
planes, Iraqi forces stormed the 
“Kardamand peak that reaches up 
to the skies... dosing the doors in 
the face of the enemies and in the 
face of their collaborators (Kur- 
dish rebels supported by Iran).’’ 
the communique said. 

“Kardamand, which provides 
full security for our country and 
our forces in that area, was ret- 
urned to the heart of the nation.” 
said the Iraqi communique. 

Kardamand overlooks the ski 


resort of Haj Omran in northern 
Iraq on the 1,1 80-kilomctre 
border- warfronL 
A "ferocious battle" took place 
and the “situation settled com- 
pletely in favour of the Iraqi for- 
ces," with the I ranian forces cru- 
shed and “large numbers" taken 
prisoner, said the communique. 

Iran counter-claimed. Iran's 
Islamic Republic News Agency 
(1RNA) said the Iranians repelled 
the Iraqi northern assault, shot 
down four Iraqi helicopter gun- 
ships and knocked out five tanks 
and several military vehicles. 

Another communique read by a 
spokesman on Baghdad Radio 
said Iraqi forces beat back Tue- 
sday night two Iranian attacks on 
positions Iraqi soldiers occupied 
inside Iran last week. 

Iranian Television said later 
Wednesday that 31 people were 
killed when Iraqi planes bombed 
an Iranian passenger tram. 

it said many others were wou- 
nded in the train attack at Haft 
Tappefa station, 60 kilo metres ins- 
ide the Iran-Iraq border and 510 
kilometres southwest of Tehran. 

The train was bound for Tehran 
on a line frequently used to tra- 
nsport troops to Gulf war fronts 
and bring wounded men bade. 


U.S. destroyer ‘intercepted’ Iranian frigate in Gulf 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A UJs. 
navy warship intercepted an Ira- 
nian frigate this week as it app- 
roached a US. cargo ship in the 
Gulf of Oman, then radioed war- 
nings and convinced the Iranians 
-to leave the area, UJS. gov- 
ernment sources said Wednesday. 

Hie incident occurred shortly 
before midnight Eastern Daylight 
Time on Monday, or during the 
early morning hours of Tuesday in 
the Gulf of Oman, the sources 
said. The U.S. cargo ship that the 
Iranians attempted to approach 
was the President McKinley, the 


sources added. 

The officials, who agreed to dis- 
cuss the matter only if not ide- 
ntified, called the incident a “con- 
frontation ,** but stressed there had 
been no threats made with wea- 
pons. The sources said the UJS. 
warship had intercepted the Ira- 
nian frigate so quickly that the 
Iranians never had a chance to 
demand that the cargo ship heave 
to and submit to a search. 

“It was a confrontation," said 
one source." We had to tell them a 
couple times to move on. There, 
was tension.'* 


The Iranians succeeded for the 
first time last January in forcing a 
U-S. cargo vessel to submit to a 
search by a boarding party. The 
I ran fans 'main tain that under int- 
ernational law, they have the right 
to search the cargo ships of neutral 
countries for any war goods that 
might be bound for Iraq. 

Although the United States 
protested the search of the cargo 
ship President Taylor on Jan. 12. 
the State Department later ack- 
nowledged Iran had the right as 
"a belligerent to ascertain whe- 
ther neutral shipping is being used 


to provide contraband to an opp- 
osing belligerent.” 

The sources said the latest inc- 
ident involved the President McK- 
inley, which at the time was bound 
for the port of Fujaira in the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates, and a 94 metre 
long frigate of the Iranian navy. 

The sources declined to provide 
the name of the American warship 
that mtervened, citing security. 
Butone official said the vessel was 
a Spruance -class destroyer, one of 
six American warships stationed 
in either the Gulf or the Gulf of 
Oman. 


Bangladesh opposition says 
generals encouraged rig gin g 


DHAKA (R) - Hie leader of 
Bangladesh's main opposition 
party charged on Wednesday that 
several generals interfered. in last 
week's flawed parliamentary ele- 
ction and encouraged the pro- 
government party to rig the vote. 

Sheikh Husina Wajed, pre- 
sident of the Awami League, told 
a public rally: “Those generals 
who ran the election from behind 
the scenes and encouraged the Jat- 
iya Party (of military ruler 
Lieutenant-General Mohammad 
Hussein Ershad) to resort to fraud 
most be immediately cashiered." 

Ms. Wajed made the call fol- 
lowing a six-hour general protest 
strike called by the eight-party 
opposition alliance headed by the 
Awami League which virtually 
paralysed the country until mid- 
day. 

At least four people including a 
policeman were injured in bomb 
explosions and 60 people were 
arrested across the country. 

The strie shuttered most shops 
and offices and closed all factories 
across the country. Boat and train 
passengers were hit by delays, 
though air flights operated as 
usual. 

In Dhaka, which looked like a 
ghost town during the strike, 42

people were arrested after they 
attacked security forces with 
home-made bombs and damaged 
government offices, police said. 

Operations at tire country's two 
seaports, Chittagong and Khulna, 
came to a complete halt, port off- 
icials said.

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Lebanese rightists reportedly 
plan new peace initiative 


BKIRUT (R) — Christian opponents of a Syrian- 
sponsored peace accord for Lebanon are preparing 
their own plan to end the civil war, a newspaper 
reported Wednesday. 


Lebanon has been engulfed in 
renewed violence since the accord 
to end II years of civil strife fell 
apart in January. 

A1 Amah close to Christian Pre- 
sident Amin Gemuyel, said the 
draft plan - a "Christian peace 
initiative” — was discussed Tue- 
sday night by 15 Christian militia 
leaders and politicians. 

The draft proposed limited ref- 
orms favouring the Muslim maj- 
ority and would be discussed with 
Lebanese Muslim leaders when 
finalised. A1 Amaf said. 

The newspaper gave no ind- 
ication whether the project would 
be discussed with Syrian leaders 
who mediated the peace accord 
signed by the main Muslim and 
C'hristhm militias last December. 

President Gemayel incurred 
Syrian wrath in January when his 
militiamen helped crush the Chr- 
istian signatory of the pact, which 
stipulated major reforriK fav- 
ouring Muslims. 

Syrian President Hafez Al 
Assad said last month that without 
Syrian help, l^ebanon's war "will 
never end.” 

The newspaper said the new 
Christian plan stressed the Arab 
nature of Ijehanon and proposed 
raising the number of seats in par- 
liament to 1US from W with equal 


representation for Christians and 
Muslims. 

The current arrangement fav- 
ours Christians under Lebanon's 
sectarian political system which 
also accords the Christian min- 
ority most tup state posts. 

The draft plan did not mention 
the relationship between Syria 
and Lebanon, but Al Amyl's rep- 
ort follows remarks last week by 
President Assad that he would not 
object if the December accord was 
amended. 

Syrian officials hud previously 
said the project was the only 
means of solving years of conflict 
in which at least 100,000 people 
have heen killed. 

Muslim leaders who culled for 
President Ciemayel’s removal 
after the pact collapsed have heen 
discussing the political deadlock 
with Syrian officials in Damascus. 
Some 800 people have been killed 
in fighting throughout l^ehanon 
since January. 

The pro-Syrian As Sharq new- 
spaper reported that the Muslim 
leaders were coordinating with 
Damascus to respond to what it 
callul Christian preparations for a 
new round of fighting. 

'Syria negotiates 
hostages release' 

Meanwhile, Syria has launched 


an intensive effort to free U-S.and 
French hostages held in Lehanon. 
a U_S. television network said 
Tuesday night. 

CBS news said Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad was "at least try- 
ing to appear to be deeply inv- 
olved in trying to free the hos- 
tages” who are helicved to be held 
by the pro-Iranian Hezbollah 
(Part of God). 

Ouoting well-informed dip- 
lomatic sources, it said that as part 
of his campaign President Assad 
was threatening to end his support 
for Iran in its war with Iraq and 
had put on a .show of force in the 
area of Lebanon where most of 
the five U.S.and nine French hos- 
tages are believed to be held. 

Hut it said the Syrians had told 
the Reagan administration they 
could not use actual force. 

"If we do that, all we'll deliver 
to you is a lot of dead hostages,” it 
quoted the Syrians as saying. 

A State Department spo- 
keswoman declined to comment 
directly on possible Syrian inv- 
olvement but said Washington 
would we!cume "whatever help 
we can get... from whatever. source 
in securing the release of the hos- 
tages.” 

CHS claimed Mr. Assad was 
increasingly isolated because of 
Western al legations linking his 
regime with terrorism in Europe. 
Israel has accused Syria of being 
behind an aborted attempt to blow 
up an Israeli airliner last month 


Iranian opposition leader condemns 
4 rehabilitation camps 9 for women 


NICOSIA (AP) — An Iranian 
opposition leader Tuesday con- 
demned an Iranian government 
decision to set up "rehabilitation 
camps" for wumen failing to obs- 
erve Islamic rules. 

The denunciation was made by 
Mrs. Maryam Rajavi, "joint lea- 
der” of the Paris-bused "Muj- 
ahedeen Khalq" guerrilla org- 
anisation, in a statement telexed 
to the Associated Press office in 
Nicosia. 

She was referring to an ann- 
ouncement hy parliament speaker 
Hashemi Rafsanjani in Tehran 
earlier this month, tabling a hill 
envisaging the establishment of 
the "rehabilitation camps.” 

These camps, Rafsanjani said, 
would he used for those Iranian 
women "who, seven years after 
the revolution, are content with 


leaving one-tenth of their hair 
exposed,” or suffer from "some 
degree of moral corruption.” 
Soon after the victory of the Isl- 
amic revoluton in |Y7 9, women 
were foreed to wcar,"hejab” cov- 
ering their heads and entire bod- 
ies, except for their face and 
palms. 

The authorities had tried in vain 
to make the people understand 
and observe the Islamic rules, 
Rafsanjani said. 

"Apparently they need to be 
treated with some harshness and 
therefore this is the last time I give 
them advice ...” he added. 

"It is thought that a camp sho- 
uld Ixr set up for these people 
where there will he facilities for 
work and teachers of ethics." Raf- 
sanjani said. Recalcitrant women 
"could lie arrested in the street 


and taken to court for summary 
trials ... if they are found to he a 
nuisance, they will be handed over 

to the camps.” 

Rafsanjani said women could 
lx: sent to these "camps” for 
"three months, two months, five 
weeks, a year, or whatever." If 
they are well off, and "have not 
experienced the pains of work ” 
they will "stay there to learn and 
work at their own expense." 

He explained that if they did not 
wish to work in the camps, their 
husbands would have to puy for 
their stay. ... 

Under the Islamic regime of 
Iran's supreme political and rel- 
igious leudcr Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, women who do not 
practise ail the Islamic codes can 
face imprisonment. 

Special mobile patrols of 


women known us" Ya Zahra" and 
of men called "Sarrollah,” have 
the task of ensuring that these 
rules are respected. 

The street patrols arrested 
women whose appearances did 
not conform to Islamic standards. 

Until a year ago, many Iranian 
women complained the patrols 
would harass them for wearing 
make-up, high heels or thin sto- 
ckings or using nail polish. 

There were some reports that 
" Ya Zuhra” members used razor 
blades concealed in cotton cool 
used. to. wipe off lipstick worn by 
women stopped in the streets. 
Women were sometimes slapped 
in the face or bundled into vans 
and apparently taken to prisonsor 
special "reformatory” centres 
where they were lectured about 
Islamic guidelines.

and West German police have Jin- 
ked Syria with attacks in West 
Berlin. 

“These charges, plus fears of a 
military confrontation with Israel 
have convinced Assad that he has 
to improve his image " CBS said. 

"Syria has apparently begun a 
two-track approach to end the 
hostage crisis. Yesterday in Dam- 
ascus Syrian officials met with lea- 
ders of the Iranian regime and thr- 
eatened to end their support for 
Iran’s war with Iraq unless (Ira- 
nian leader) the Ayatollah (Ruh- 
ollah) Khomeini used his inf- 
luence to free the hostages. 

"At the sanx: time elite Syrian 
troops have reinforced their pos- 
itions around Baalbek in Leb- 
anon's Bekaa Valley, the stro- 
nghold of Hezbollah. Most of the 
hostages are reportedly held there 
and the Syrians are trying to stare 
down the terrorists. 

"Intelligence sources say there 
has been fighting over the past 
week between Syrian troops and 
the kidnappers but the Syrians 
have told the Keagan adm- 
inistration they can’t risk using 
force. 

"‘If we do that.’ say the Syrians, 
'ail we’ll deliver to you is a lot of 
dead hostages’."

MOSCOW (R) — Arab League 
head.

The Soviet news agency TASS 
said the two men blamed the U.S.

"It was stressed that the piratic 
action against Libya and the anti- 
Syrian campaign of military pre- 
ssure have made the situation in 
the Middle East very dangerous 
and fraught with gravest con- 
sequences going beyond the bou- 


nds of that region" TASS said. 

Mr. Klibi, Arab League 
secretary-general, arrived in Mos- 
cow Monday for a three-day visit 
aimed at boosting the pan-Arab 
organisation’s status in the Soviet 
Union, according to Middle East 
sources. 

TASS said Mr. Klibi told Mr. 
Shevardnadze Arabs supported 
Soviet calls for an international 
conference, attended by the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), on the Middle East. 

He also expressed gratitude for 
Moscow’s “solid support*' for 
Arab states, including the Pal- 
estinians, TASS said. 


Top Israeli official promotes 
^>500 million West Bank plan

WASHINGTON - A top adviser 
of Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres is flouting a S500 million 
plan to fund Israeli disengagement 
from the West Bank and to est- 
ablish the area as a viable eco-' 
noraic entity. 

Professor Emmanuel Sivan. 
who is director of the Intelligence 
Review Board and chairman of 
the Pblicy Planning Council in the 
prime ministers office, sees the 
plan as a separate project from 
Mr. Peres' suggested i24 billion 
•' Marshal 1 Plan” for the whole reg- 
ion. 

Speaking at a policy forum of 
the Washington Institute for Near 
hast Research, he said the Wes- 
tern world has never been ready to 
put up the money for Israeli dis- 
engagement from the West Bank, 
hut "a combination of political 
stagnation and economic sta- 
gnation is your best recipe for a 
conflagration.” 

" Doing nothing, we do not fre- 
eze the situation. Some other 
clock is always ticking,” he said. 

A dollar invested in the West 
Bank has better prospects for enc- 


ouraging political evolution than a 
dollar invested in an Arab cou- 
ntry, Mr. Sivan contended. 

He said that from an investment 
point of view, Egypt was “this 
great barrel without a bottom” in 
contrast to “this huge powder keg 
whkh is the West Bank.” Yet the 
West Bank was a small area , with a 
proportionately far larger res- 
ervoir of educated manpower, so 
that investment there would have 
a far greater effect. 

"You can at least take the eco- 
nomic steam out of the problem,” 
Mr. Sivan said .... 

Urging quick action on such an 
economic aid programme for the 
West Bank, Mr. Sivan said that 
one out of every two young people 
in the territories carrying out 
sfoti-Israeti violence had no PLO, 
or other organisational, aff- 
iliation. They just acted out their 
frustrations against any Jews, he 
said. 

“This has the makings of com- 
munal warfare, Irish-style." Mr. 
Sivan said .... 

Mr. Sivan discounted the imp- 
ortance of new Israeli settlements 
in the area as an impediment to 
the peace process,... 


Dutch foreign minister may 
visit PLO leader in Tunis 

THE HA( iUE, Netherlands ( AP) — Dutch Foreign Minister Haas 
Van Den Broek will meet with PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat this 
month in an EC-inspired round of high-level talks on peace prospects 
in the Middle East, a press report here said Wednesday. 

The Netherlands Press Association said in a report attributed to 
unidentified foreign ministry sources that Mr. Van Den Broek, 
whose government holds the current presidency of the European 
Community (EC), was to meet the leader of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) during a visit to Tunis. 

They would be the highest level talks so far between the PLO and 
Dutch officials, who have never met officially with Arafat, according 
to the foreign ministry. 

A Dutch foreign ministry spokesman told the Associated Press 
that he could neither confirm nor deny the report, adding "I can' t say 
anything about it."

Israeli trade mission to visit 
Sri Lanka next week 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) - 
The highest-ranking Israeli trade 
mission to visit Sri Lanka since an 
Israeli interest section was opened 
here last year at the U .S. embassy 
in Colombo will arrive on May 2?. 
it was announced Tuesday. 

Haim Divon, head of the Israeli 
mission, said the three-member 
team from Israel Chemicals Ltd., 
(ICL). a wholly government 
owned conglomerate of fertilizer 
and chemical manufacturers, will 
discuss fertilizer and chemical 
exports from Israel as well as imp- 
orting commodities like tea, rub- 
ber and coconuts from Sri Lanka. 

The visiting mission, led by ICL 
President Yorem Ziv, includes a 
representative of Intracil, a tra- 
ding subsidiary of ICL. 

"We have been a significant tea 
buyer since 1985 when our imp- 
orts were about 15,000 tonnes,” 
Divon said. "We have also bought 
about 5,000 tonnes of rubber and 
coconut oil.” 

The Israel interests section 
opened in August 1984, marking 
■the Jewish state's first presence in 
Colombo since the 1970 sus- 
pension of diplomatic ties in pro- 
test against Israeli occupation of 
Arab land. 

Since then, several Israeli bus- 
inessmen and agricultural experts 


have visited Sri lanka. Divnn 
said. 

"i would say about 25 pcoplt 
from our country have visited you 
and a like number from Sri Lanka 
have gone to Israel." he said. 

Contacts between Israel and Srr 
Lanka have been controversial, 
with the opposition accusing Pre- 
sident Junius Jayewardenc's gov- 
ernment of alienating Arab opi- 
nion. 

The Indian press has said Israeli 
experts are training Sri Lanka's 
armed forces hut the government 
has denied this, saying the only 
military assistance was in the sph- 
ere of intelligence gathering to 
help the war against Tamil sep- 
a musts seeking a separate state in " 
the north and east. 

Divon . who refused to comment 
on these allegations, said; ' The 
major field in which we can make 
the most significant contribution b 
in agriculture . That's what wc arc 
emphasising. We're dome a quiet 
job and we hope to see the results 
soon." 

He said the new delegation was 
important because it was not only 
concerned w ith Sri t^nka as a pro- 
spective export market but also 
would explore the possibility of 
boosting imports from Srr Lanka.

C AIRO (R) — A ban on Egypt’s Al Ahram newspaper in Saudi 
Arabia since April 30 has been lifted, the daily said Tuesday.

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Central Bank curbs credit 
facilities to exchangers 
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AMMAN (R) - The Central 
Bank of Jordan said Wednesday 
banks/had been ordered to slash 
credit facilities to exchange hou- 
ses, following the collapse of one 
ofthe nation's oldest finance firms 
with debts exceeding $50 million. 

"We gj&ve instructions to all the 
banks yesterday to reduce the vol- 
ume or facilities to exchange firms 
(to a level) not exceeding a ratio of 
two-to-bne (credit to authorised 
capital) ” the bank’s deputy gov- 
ernor.]! Dr.' Maher Shukri'. told 
Reuters in an interview. 

Hie siiid the banks were also adv- 
ised tq* avoid unsecured credits to 
owners of moneychanging firms or 
to managers of public or private 
shareholding companies in their 
private capacities. 

Dr. Shukri said the money- 
changers, notified of the edict 
Wednesday, had been obtaining 
bank credits seven or nine times 
their authorised captial, normally 
JD 100,000 ($287,000), which 
“encouraged them to do una-. 
uthorised business." 

Dr. Shukri identified the failed 
firm as Saliba and Rizk Shukri 
Rizk Exchange Company, whose 
co-partner Saliba Shukri Riz app- 


arently committed suicide last 
Thursday. 

Dr. Shukri estimated the firm’s 
debts at JD 18 million ($52 mil- 
lion), including JD 5-4 million 
($15.5 million) owed to four uni- 
dentified local and two foreign 
h anks . 

He said the Central Bank would 
not be able to act against the firm 
until it received reports from the 
firm’s auditors and from a vol- 
untary committee set up by the 
business community to study the 
situation. 

But be- added that Rizk bad 
been died for 14 violations, and 
“the prospects of the firm ret- 
aining its licence are nil.’' 

Under a 1976 law, the 76 exc- 
hange houses in Jordan are all- 
owed to exchange foreign cur- 
rency, make commercial or inv- 
isible payments, and trade shares 
and bonds — although roost of 
them also deal in gold and com- 
modities and take deposits. 

He said the Central Bank had to 
be “tactful” in its HreUfngt: with 
money-changers, who represent 
the free market in Jordan, lest any 
action was mlsconstructed as cur- 
bing the economy.

AMMAN (J.T.) — An apparent attempt to smuggle heroin Co 
Libya dn a plane belonging to Alia, the Royal Jordanian Airline, 
has brf'en thwarted. A report in Sawt AJ Shaab Arabic daily 
newspaper said that security men searching the plane at the 
Queeja Alia International Airport found a package containing

identify the smugglers. 


Committees 
prepare for 
expatriates’ 
conference 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of 
Labour and Social Development 
Khaled AI Ha] Hassan has set up 
several committees representing 
the public and the private sectors 
to prepare for the second Jor- 
danian expatriates' conference, 
due to be held in Amman in July. 

According to a report in Al 
Dus tour Arabic daily newspaper, 
the committees have already sta- 
rted work and plan to extend inv- 
itations to 600 expatriates to att- 
end and take part in the projected 
conference. 

Participants, the report said, 
will be representing Jordanian 
communities abroad and wDl add- 
ress the conference on issues of 
concern to Jordanian expatriates. 
According to the paper, pre- 
paratory work for the conference 
will be completed before the mid- 
dle of June. 

Last Month the minis ter made a 
two week tour of Arab gulf states 
where he met with government 
.officials and representatives of 
..Jonianian^etpployed tn ; these sta- 
tes. Discussion during tiie mee- 
tings centred on. the topics on the - 
agenda of the conference and pro- 
posals for helping expatriates and 
their families while on vacation in 
Jordan, when returning to settle 
here permanently or while they 
are employed abroad. 

The minister described the out- 
come of his meetings as ‘fruitful’ 
and he expressed hope that the 
forthcoming conference would be- 
a success. 


Jordan reviewing prices 
of oil imports, report says 


AMMAN (J.T.) —-The Jordanian 
government is currently bolding 
talks with Saudi Arabia and Iraq 
to try and reach agreement on pri- 
ces of ofl imported from both cou- 
ntries, according to a report in 
Sawt Al Shaab Arabic daily new- 
spaper. The report said that the 
talks started in the wake of the 
sharp drop in world oil prices.-' 
Under current prices, Jordan is 
expected to pay $603 million for 
nearly 2,484 tonnes of ofl during 
die fiscal year 1986. according to 
tiie paper, which did not give a 
source for the report. 

Meanwhile, the government is 
going ahead with plans for rat- 
ionalising fuel consumption and 
the use of energy resources. Acc- 
ording to the paper, the Ministry 
of Energy and Mineral Resources 
has concluded an agreement with 
an international consultancy firm 
to conduct a feasibility study on a 
rationalisation programme to cut 
down on energy and fuel con- 


sumption in 10 industrial bus- 
inesses in the Kingdom. The result 
of the study was encouraging and 
proved that 52 to S3 million worth 
of fuel could be saved annually if 
the recommendations offered by 
the consultancy firm were imp- 
lemented, the paper said. 

The report said that the ministry 
has also conducted studies on ene- 
rgy consumption in small ind- 
ustries and ootnoaercial centres, 
hotels, hospitals and the transport 
sector in cooperation with a 
French firm. A programme has 
been worked out for advising' 
these businesses on ways of red- 
ucing fuel and energy con- 
sumption, it continued. 

In addition, the Ministry of 
Energy has started a study on red- 
ucing fuel consumption in power 
stations and distribution networks 
and the results will be known in 
the third quarter of this year, the 
paper added. 


Communications official returns 
from postal union meetings 


AMMAN (Petra) — Ministry of 
Communications Under- 
secretary Mansour Ibn Tariff has 
returned to Amman afterheading . 
Jordan’s delegation to the meeting 
bf the Universal Postal Union - 
(APU) executive council held in 
Bern, Switzerland on April 23. 

Mr. Ibn Tarif said in a statement 
to the Jordanians News Agency, 
Petra, that the meetings discussed 
topics related to the union’s man- 
agement and postal services in 
addition to the results of int- 
ernational studies and surveys 
conducted last year. Among these 
studies there was a survey on the 


effectiveness of an international 
postal exchange system in which' 
Jordan participated, h^ continued. 

Participants .also, approved the 
. APU budget for 1985 and its pro- 
posed budget for 1987. Also dis- 
cussed were a number of subjects 
related to international express 
mail, international aid in postal 
service, parcel services, postal inf- 
ormation as well as basic charges .| 
for surface and air mail. 

Mr. Ibn Tarif added that 40 
world countries attended the mee- 
ting which were co-chaired by 
West Germany and vice-chaired 
by Jordan. 


Drug squad continues efforts to combat trafficking

AMmA.N — The problem of 
drugs has spread to almost every 
comer df the world and although 
narcotics are not a major problem 
in JoTdpn, authorities predict tro- 
uble in the coming years if the 
issue is not dealt with properly, 
according to Colonel Hashem Al 
Qaisi./ director of the Anti- 
Narcotics and Forgery Dep- 
artment in Jordan. 

The problem of illegal trading 
and die use of drugs first surfaced 
in Jordan in the early I930’s but it 
'remained insignificant for a long 
period after. Col. Al Qaisi att- 
ributed this to the small size of the 
Jordanian population then and the 
strong social traditions which 
scorn any aberration. 

However, as the drug problem 
escalated internationally, more 
Jordanian students, businessmen 
and tourists travelled to countries 
where the drag trade is wide- 
spread and the number of foreign 
nationals, who may have used 
drugs in their countries, rose sig- 


nificantly in Jordan, he continued. 

According to Col. AI Qaisi, 
there are dow 20 drugs used in 
Jordan, besides hashish. “In the 
last survey done in the beginning 
of 1 983, we found thatthree out of 
every 10,000 people in Jordan 
have some connection with drugs. 
However, the survey notes the 
growing use of a new drug, her- 
oin" said Col. Al Qaisi. 

Rising use of drugs 

A report compiled by the 
Anti-Narootics and Forgery Dep- 
artment in 1985 indicated that the 
number of drug users in Jordan 
rose by 315 per cent in com- 
parison with 1984. Jordanians 
make up 40 per cent of the total- 
number of drug users in the Kin- 
gdom and of this 40 per cent, 16 
per cent are Jordanian females. 
The report also showed that 49 
per cent of the Jordanian drug 
users resorted to heroin, while the 
rest limited themselves to can-' 
nabis. 

Although the use of different 
narcotics started among the upper 
and middle classes in Jordan, it

does not mean that lower income 
individuals do not consume drugs, 
he said. 

However, they tend to use has- 
hish since it is cheaper. Although 
there are drug users in the kingdon 
Col. AI Qaisistated that" Jordan’s 
problem does not seem to be so 
much a consuming and producing 
problem but a trafficking pro- 
blem. 

Mrs. Helene May Ibrahim was 
sentenced to five years in prison 
on March 16, 1986 for possessing 
1 kilogramme of cocaine. The inv-

estigation found that Helene, an 
Australian, was working with a 
gang based in Latin America and 
which smuggled cocaine. She 
came to Amman to take ''drugs 
back to Australia. 

Helene’s case is typical of many 
drug traffickers who use Jordan’s 
reputation as being neither a pro- 
ducer nor a consumer of drugs as 
people coming from Jordan would 
be less subject to searches in their 
countries, said Col. Al Qaisi. 
Other smugglers come to the 
Queen Alia International Airport 
as transit passengers or to change 
planes. This offers the smugglers a 
greater safety margin as happened 
in one operation when the drugs 
were seized but the smuggler esc- 
aped and did not claim his baggage 
when be realised that he had been 
discovered. 

Couriers 

Some smugglers use couriers 
who have been resident in Jordan 
for a long time or who bold Jor- 
danian nationality as well as gov- 
ernment and public employees 
whose jobs require them to travel 
regularly and who are not subject 
to checks, he continued. 

Col. Al Qaisi stated that the 
majority of smugglers are not Jor- 
danian. In 1985, 261 individuals 
wens arrested for smuggling and 
taking drugs. Ninety-six per cent 
of the cases were trafficking cases 
and of this number 19 per .emit of 
the narcotics were destined for 
African and European countries, 
four per cent went to the Jor- 
danian market and 77 per cent 
went to neighbouring Arab cou- 
ntries. 

Jordan’s location and rep- 
utation is not only ideal for int- 
ernational drug trafficking but 
also for drug producing and con- 
suming neighbours such as Egypt 
and die Gulf states. 

Smugglers also take advantage 
of the fact that 60 per cent of Jor- 
dan is desert and tnis covers most 
of the border areas with Syria. 
Iraq, and Saudi Arabia. This reg- 
ion is inhabited by a jew bedouins- 
and has a few border posts. Add- 
itionally, these expanses of desert 
are difficult to patrol. There are 
few border posts because of the 


border to the north, north east, 
and south extends over more than 
1,200 kilometres. Smugglers can 
very easily cross the border into 
Jordan, avoiding border check 
points completely. The Anti- 
' Narcotics and Forgery Dir- 
ectorate has the greatest difficulty 
in policing such a long border. 

Border posts 

In addition, the mam border 
posts thorough which travellers 
enter and leave the country are l 
also used by drug smugglers. As 
there is not enough time to con- 
duct a thorough luggage search 
without delaymg the flow of traffic 
through thepostthe smugglers use 
the border posts, to their adv- 
antage. Heavy goods vehicles and 
refrigered trucks are used to tra- 
nsport drugs to countries like Iraq, 
Gulf slates and Egypt, Col.. Al 
Qaisi said. 

In 1973 a special directorate 
was founded to combat the illegal 
trade and use of drugs and a new 
law was passed to deal with this 
activity. Although trafficking dec- 
reased by 70 per ce n t in 1985 from 
the previous year, the obstacles to 
controlling the problem still exist. 
Because of this Col. Al Qaisi is 
concerned that the problem of 
drag addiction coukl be a future 
problem. 

A national committee has rec- 
ommended toe es tablishme nt of a 
specialised centre for the tre- 
atment of drug addicts and they 
suggested that this should be cou- 
pled with effective police action to 
combat drug traders and a cam- 
paign to raise public awareness 
about die dangers of drugs. 

Presently there is a military 
couzx based in Amman to deal 
with all cases of drug abuse. Pen- 
alities for toe possession of drugs 
range from six months to three 
years and for trafficking smugglers 
can receive sentences from five to 
15 years in prison with hard labour 
and fines of between JD 3000 and 
.5000. 

There is also a centre, which is 
part of the Ministry of Health, 
which provides rtmaedial care for 
addicts, but it needs improvement, 
said Col. Al Qaisi.

The Arab World, under Sharif 
Hussein of Mecca, then embarked 
on endeavours not only to rid itself 
from Ottoman rule but also to 
thwart Zionist efforts to occupy 
Palestine. In 1915, Sir Henry 
McMahon, British High Com- 
missioner in Cairo received an 
offer from Sharif Hussein to help 
Britain against the Turks provided 
that Britain would support the 
principle of an independent Arab 
state. McMahon accepted the 
offer and pledged that his country 
would guarantee Arab asp- 
irations. 

After the First World War, 
however, Britain, went back on its 
promise to the Arabs whq.had all- 
ied themselves with Britqin.qnd 
France .agamst Germany mid, the 
Ottoman Empire. Instead- of hel- 
ping the Arabs to fulfil their asp- 
irations, British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Balfour issued a declaration 
in 1917 which he contained in a 
letter sent to toe Zionist leader 
Baron Rothschild. The letter to 
Lord Rothschild said: “I have 
much pleasure in conveying to you 
.on behalf of His Majesty’s gov- 
ernment toe following declaration 
of sympathy with Jewish Zionist 
aspirations, which has been sub- 
mitted to and approved by toe cab- 
inet. His Majesty’s government 
view with favour tbe establi- 
shment in Palestine of a nat- 
ional home for the Jewish people 
and will use their best endeavours 
to facilitate toe achievement of 
this objective. It being dearly 
understood that nothing shall be 
done which may prejudice toe civil 


and religious rights of existing 
non- Jewish communities in Pal- 
estine, or the rights and political 
status enjoyed "by Jews in any 
other country." 

Britain and France had in 1916 
under the Sykes-Picot agreement 
divided the Ottoman Empire’s 
realms amongst themselves, and 
Palestine and Jordan came under 
direct British mandate until 1947 
when the United Nations General 
Assembly announced the par- 
tition of Palestine. 

Between 1917 and 1947 Pal- 
estinian Arabs held meetings in 
Jerusalem and rejected the Zio- 
nist plans and toe partition of Pal- 
estine. But toe British government 
continued during this period to 
help Jews to settle in Palestine in 
collaboration with the United Sta- 
tes. Under the provisions of a Bri- 
tish White Paper issued in May 
1939, Jews were allowed an imm- 
igration quota at the rate of 
10.000 a year, but the real figures 
of immigrants was far greater and 
Palestine was flooded by Jews who 
were helped to acquire arms and 
training in preparation for the 
1 948 invasion of Arab territories. 

In 1947. toe United Nations set 
up a special committee on Pal- 
estine which comprised rep- 
resentatives of 11 nations ent- 
rusted with preparing a report on 
‘the Palestinian issue and sub- 
mitting it to the U.N. secretary 
general. The committee's mem- 
bers visited Palestine in June 1947 
and were met by a general strike 
by the Arabs who saw in it a means ', 
of consecrating the partition of 
their homeland. At the end the 
committee presented two separate 
plans to the United Nations sec- 
retary general. The first plan cal- 
led for the following: 

1 . Terramating British mandate in 
Palestine by August 1948. 

2. The proclamation of Arab and 
Jewish states in Palestine. 

3. The formation of a committee 
to supervise the transition period. 

4. Implementation of the 1947 
partition plan. 

5. The formation of provisional 
governments in toe Arab and Jew- 
ish states. 

6. Guaranteeing; the rights of.ali 
on an equal basis. 

7. Establishing national security 
forces in each state to safeguard 
security and peace. 

The second plan ran as follows: 

1 . The formation of a provisional 
government in the whole of Pal- 
etine. 

2. Britain to start evacuating the 
territory in one year. 

3. Immigrate to Pal estine should 
halt during this year. 

4. The issue of Jews should be tac- 
kled through international agr- 
eements. 

5. The provisional government 
should call a constituent assembly 
to draw up a democratic con- 
stitution for Palestine. 

6. The constitution should provide 
for the independence of Palestine 
guaranteeing its sovereignty and 
territorial integrity with all its sub- 
jects enjoying equal rights.

Despite wars, economic problems, Middle East promises brighter future 


SAN FRANCISep -= In a\ 
recent article, the leading eco- 
nomic newspaper of the United 
States, the Wall Street Journal. 
published a long article bn the 
economic downturn in Saudi 
Arabia. In contrast to the 
1970’s when immense oil rev- 
enues created a big boom in 
'industrial construction, now 
foreign workers have left, fac- 
tories have slowed down, and 
business is mediocre. 

Yet, as the article noted, the 
Saudis remain optimistic. They 
are already looking around for 
new export markets to help 
revive their industries. Rather 
far down in the article, how- 
ever, was the following int- 
eresting comment: “But the 
booming export markets, bus- 
inessmen generally believe, 
will be Iraq and Iran, if the two 
countries can ever put an end 
to their five-year-old war and 
start rebuilding." 

Q early that" war has to end 


some day . And I would say that 
it is equally clear, given the 
state of the world economy, 
that much if not most of the 
rebuilding is going to be done' 
by the people of Iraq and Iran 
themselves, and by other Arab 
and Muslim people of the Mid- 
dle East. The total populations 
of the two countries, even con- 
sidering war losses, are well 
■ over fifty million. Both people 
are well educated. Both cou- 
ntries have enormous potential 
for develop treat. 

The Saadi businessmen can- 
not be criticised for their opt- 
imism.

Perhaps the first step to be taken in this respect is to 
enhance the concept of democracy in the country, because thro ugh 
democracy and democratic rale problems are easier to solve and 
difficulties become more liable to be smoothed over. Perhaps the 
problem of the south is more dangerous to the country's future and 
independence than any other, because it is created with the help of 
hostile forces. This problem requires a solution that can guarantee 
the religious, economic and social rights of all communities in the 
south and the north of the country. Solving this problem can lead to 
improvement of relations with Sudan’s neighbours and help the 
central government to settle down to work out plans for solving the 
famine problem in the country. 

Sawt Al Shaab: West, Israel campaign 
against Syria 

ISFUVELI information circles and their allies in the West are mai- 
ntaining a hostile campaign against Syria in a bid to divert world 
public attention from the real situation in die occupied Arab ter- 
ritories and repressive measures die Israelis continue to practice 
against the Arab population.

U.N. talks on Sahara 
exploratory, diplomats say

RABAT — Indirect talks in New 
York between Morocco and the 
Polisario Front, whose rebels are 
waging a 10-year-old war for con- 
trol of the Western Sahara, are 
still at an exploratory stage, dip- 
lomats in Rabat said. 

Two rounds of United 
Nations-brokered talks in the past 
month have not achieved a bre- 
akthrough but at least they have 
not broken down, the diplomats 
added. 

They said a breakthrough 
would depend on a rap- 
prochement between Morocco 
and Algeria, the main backer of 
the Polisario rebels. 

Both Morocco and the Polisario 
have avoided any public comment 
on the so-called proximity talks 
initiated by U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
last month. 

Perez de Cuellar and Senegal’s 
President Abdou Diouf, the Org- 
anisation of African Unity (OAU) 
chairman, will meet on May 28 in 
New York to assess the first two 
roim d s of n ego t iatio ns fwfo re'dec- 
idmg OT tfc'e'tiextsteji . v .; .

round, Perez de Cueffar handed 
the two “concerned parties” a ser- 
ies of detailed questions on key 
elements of a possible solution, 
diplomats said. 

The mam thrust of bis brief was 
aimed at establishing whether 
there was enough common ground 
to move further in resolving the 
conflict which nearly wrecked the 
OAU and remains the main obs- 
tacle to North African unity.

As in the first round of talks, 
Perez de Cuellar and Diouf s rep- 
resentative, Senegalese Armed 
Forces Minister Medoune Fall, 
then briefed the so-called “int- 
erested parties,” Algeria and 
Mauritania, on the outcome of last 
week's talks. 

Algeria is the Polisario' s main 
militaiy and diplomatic backer. 
Saharan refugees live in tent 
camps near Tmdouf, southwest 
Algeria. 

Mauritania was party 'to the 
1975 Madrid treaty by which 
Spain handed over its former col- 
ony to Rabat and Nouakchott bat 
later signed a separate peace tre- 
aty with the Pohsario in 1978, 
renouncing any claim to the ter- 
ritory. 

A key demand by the Polisario 
at the New York discussions was 
that Morocco agree to direct talks, 
something Rabat has vehemently - 
rejected, saying it would amount 
to tacit recognition of the front as 
representatives of the people of 
the territory. 

This would in effect prejudice 
the ourorne of the projected ref- 
ere nd urn" cocco says. 

The ‘rebels 'alto want Morocco 
to WTthdraw’ife' military and adm- 
inistrative machinery as well as its 
citizens who have settled in the 
desert territory since 1976. 

Algerian diplomats say the Pol- 
isario has a very good case in dem- 
anding prior withdrawal of the 
Moroccans since it was precisely 
what Morocco demanded from 
Spain when the UJSf. planned a 
referendum in the Spanish colony 
in the 1970s.

Yugoslavia scraps nuclear 
power plant project

ZAGREB. Yugoslavia — Yug- 
oslavia's decision to abandon a 
nuclear power plant project in the 
Republic of Croatia, announced 
shortly after the Chernobyl acc- 
ident, has cast doubt on its nuclear, 
energy development (dans. 

The power plant was dropped 
from Croatia’s economic plan for 
the next five years by its Zagreb 
parliament last week, just 10 days 
after an accident at the Chernobyl 
nuclear reactor in the Soviet Ukr- 
aine sent a cloud of radioactive 
particles billowing into nei- 
ghbouring European countries. 

The scrapping of the 1,000 
megawatt project at Prevlaka, 
near here. came amid heated deb- 
ate on the merits of nuclear power 
in Yugoslavia and on a wave of 
anxiety after Chernobyl. 

The government did not say 
whether the assembly made its 
final move because of the Che- 
rnobyl accident nor if the project,, 
open to international tender, 
would go ahead at some later date. 

The Croatian assembly also 
dropped plans for a storage facility 
for nuclear waste from Yug- 
oslavia's only existing nuclear 
power station at Krsko, on the 
Slovenian border. 

Work on the Prevlaka plant was 
to have begun next year as the first 
of a series of four such plants up to 
the year 2000, at a total estimated 
investment of S10 billion. 

Firms from the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Italy, West 
Germany, France, Finland, Sca- 
ndinavia, Canada, Argentina and 
Japan were bidding for the power 
station project. 

Worried by the Chernobyl 
plant’s failure, Yugoslavia’s anti- 
nuclear lobby has already shown 
growing signs of militancy. 1

Japan, South Korea, West 
Germany, and the United Sta- 
tes are anxious to come back 
into the Middle East to resume 
old projects and begin new 
ones.

Experts predict more hunger, misery for Latin America 


in Ljubljana last weekend, con- 
demning the authorities for their 
delay in informing people on the 
levels of radioactive pollution 
from the Chernobyl plant.

Experts saw this as vital to boost 
industrial output and east Yug- 
oslavia out of diie economic str- 
aits, with inflation of 80 per cent a 
year and foreign debts of $20 bil- 
lion. 

The Communist Party- 
coq trolled Serbian Youth Con- 
gress also passed a resolution last 
weekend against building nuclear 
power plants out of concern for 
“ecological and economic thr- 
eats” and called for the Krsko 
plant to be shut down in five years. 

It warned of the dangers from 
radioactive waste, failures and 
accidents, and contamination, and 
demanded that investment in nuc- 
lear plants should be switched to 
alternative energy.

MEXICO CITY - If the experts 
are right, Latin America's 
poverty-stricken masses have only

The social impact of Latin 
America’s economic troubles was 
one of the key topics raised at 
ECL AC’s annual meeting in Mex- 
ico City in April. The outlook was 
gloomy. 

“Poverty and margmality have 
spread, and the problems of the 
lowest income groups have got 
worse.” one report noted. “Ail 
this helps to increase domestic and 
political tensions.” 

Such tensions are being hei- 
ghtened by the wide gap between 
the rich and the poor in Latin 
America, where left-wing rebels 
fighting in for social justice are act- 


ive in six countries. 

The richest 10 per cent of Latin 
America’s population, expert 
reports noted, account for 44 -per 
cent of total income while 40 per 
cent of the population atthe lower

- ,f “ OtiVIBilSfy * the r (efconomic) 
crisis ... has accented inequality, in 
conditions even more prejudicial 
to the broad masses of the pop- 
ulation in the lower income bra- 
ckets,” said a report tracing Latin 
America's economic development 
in the first half of the 1980s. 

“Itis clear that the social cost of 
the crisis has been very unfairly 
distributed.” 

The measured tones of United 
Nations documents leave no room 
for graphic predictions of violence 
sparked by inequality, of angpr 
crowds swarming out of Latin 
America’s teemmg slums to take 
over the elegant mansions of the 
rich. 

But some, of the conference 
delegates were less cautious in 
private than the papers they pre- 
sented in public. “AD the ing- 
redients for disaster are there,” 
said one. “We will be lucky to 
avoid it.” 

Pessimism about the near future 
was reflected in a keynote speech 
by ECLAC Executive Secretary 
Norberto Gonzalez, who des- 
cribed the 1980s as a “lost dec- 
ade” in terms of Latin America’s' 


development. - 

Gonzalez said some countries 
would have difficulties even in att- 
aining ihe modest goal of rec- 
overing by 1990 the per capita 
product the region recorded in

I' That was the year before Latin 
: Amehca was plunged into its 
worst economic crisis in 50 years 
by a combination of falling prices 
for the region's largely agr- 
icultural products, growing pro- 
tectionism among industrialised 
nations, the crushing burden of 
servicing the continent’s huge for- 
eign debt, and the failure of some 
state-dominated economies to 
adapt to changing circumstances. 

Things have gone steadily' 
downhill since 1981 and those 
paying the highest pricxece have 
been Latin America's poor. 

In the past five years, real wages 
have dropped by seven per cent in 
Costa Rica and Chile, 12 in Uru- 
guay, '27 Mexico and 43 in Peru. 

Last year, the purchasing power 
of the average urban worker was 
higher than it had been in 1980 
only in Argentina, Brazil and Col- 
ombia. 

Inflation accelerated thr- 
oughout the region in 1985 and 
shot up to 38S per cent in Arg- 
entina, 335 in Nicaragua, 228 in 
Brazil, 158 in Peru, 83 in Uruguay 
and 64 in Mexico.

But such views are challenged 
by ECLAC experts. “This is by no 
means evident,” one report ins- 
isted. “In 1985. the expansion of 
the developed economies did not 
prevent a further fall in the reg- 
ion's terms of trade, nor did it 
avoid a reduction in the value of its 
exports... 

“For the rest of this decade ... 
the damand for Latin America's- 
exports wQI increase only mod- 
erately and protectionism thr- 
eatens to continue to be an imp - ■ 
ortant restrictive factor on the 
access to the markets of the ind- 
ustrialised countries.” 

Adjusting to such cir- 
cumstances involves cuts in con- 
sumption and investment. 

“It is difficult to sustain such an 
effort ...- over a bag period wit- 
hout affecting a country’s social 
and political stability,” the 
, ECLAC report said.

Encyclopaedia preserves Palestinian identity

THE brass plate outside the door 
reads 'Arab Affairs’ as, since the 
Israeli invasion of 1982, to ide- 
ntify any kind of venture m Beirut 
with toe word ‘Palestine’ is to 
place oneself in potentially vul- 
nerable position. Yet inside the 
tastefully appointed office of Anis 
Sayegh, one of the several dis- 
tinguished brothers of a notable 
Greek Orthodox family from 
Lake Tiberias, what takes place is 
certainly innocent enough. 

Dr. Sayegh is the man res- 
ponsible for the publication of a 
major scholarly endeavour, the 
Encyclopaedia Palaestina. The 
first four volumes oat of a pro- 
jected 13 have recently appeared. 

Designed to encapsulate the 
politics, history, geography and 
culture of Palestine, die enc- 
yclopaedia is expected to be com- 
pleted by 1990 and will represent 
the conceited efforts of several 
hundred Arab scholars thr- 
oughout the world. 

The first section contains some 
2,000 reference items under the 
title “Mkappaedia ” which has 
been asse tabled under the dir- 
ection of Ahmad Marashly, cha- 
irman of the Executive Council; 
Abd Al Hadi Hashhn, editor- 
in-chief; and Dr. Sayegh, cou- 


nsellor. The second section, which - 
is expected to be published in five 
volumes in 1987, will contain app- 
roximately 40 extended essays on 
such topics as “Palestinian Edu-. 
cation,” the “Palestinian Novel,” 
“Palestinian Agriculture” and 
other aspects or Palestinian fife 
and culture. The third section,' 
which is expected to oomprise five, 
volumes of maps, statistics, doc-' 
. uments, bibliographies and an 
index, is designed to provide rea- 
ders with facts and figures, und- ' 
erpinnmg the earlier volumes with 
a sound, scholarly foundation. 

. Both sections two and three are 
being prepared under the gui- 
dance of Dr. Sayegh himself, ass- 
isted by a team of experts, who 
carefully check all contributions. 

The Encyclopaedia Palaestina 
was first conceived in 1975 by the ; 
Palestine Research Centre, at 
which time funding for the project 
was the responsibility of the FLO 
and the Arab League, the latter 
providing a grant of 5100,000 thr- 
ough its subsidiary agency, ALE- 
CSO, as seed money. Since that 
time, the encyclopaedia has bec- 
ome the responsibility of a private 
organisation, funded by various 
Arab governments and ind- 
ividuals, including King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia. When the enc- 
yclopaedia is completed, it wffl be 
updated with additional volumes 
every two years or so; it is also 
expected that a substantial portion 
of the original work will be tra- 
nslated into English and possibly 


other languages as well. 

Dr. Sayegh insists that theEnc- 
ydopaedia Palaestina is as free as- 
possible from political bias, alt- 

of the Palestine problem, for esz- 
tuple, is unlikely to be regarded by 
Zionists as an objective account 
- any more than their version would 
be by Palestinians. 

However, he points out, as a 
result of the Editorial Com- 
mittee’s decision to include in 
their work only the names of Pal- 
estinians who are no longer alive, 
this has meant that researchers 
will seek in vain for a biography of 
Yasser Arafat, for example, an 
omission which the PUD chairman 
himself has questioned.

Stirring things up 

For nearly half a century Mr.

journalists — as well as one of i{s 
more controversial ones. 

His weekly TV news pro- 
gramme, “Spot," competes aga- 
inst the likes of “Dallas," but still 
draws IS million viewers, or a 40 
per cent market share in this cou- 
ntry of SS million people. 

In the world of Italian jou- 
rnalism. where political leaning is 
sometimes as important as skill, 
Mr. Biagi has managed to remain 
remarkably independent. Since 
taking his first job at a Bologna 
newspaper when he was 18 years 
old, he has been fired from or quit 
most of Italy's top news org- 


anisations, usually overa question 
of principle. 

When Mr. Biagi listens it seems 
just about everybody wants to 
talk: the Turk woo shot the Pope, 
the hijackers of the Achille Lauro, 
world leaders from West and East, 
terrorists of right and left, Mafia 
dons. Woody Allen. 

For the 65-year-old gra- 
ndfather, journalism isn’t just a 
job, it is his life. He has no hobbies 
and practically no social life, tho- 
ugh he will slip out for an occ- 
asional opera with his wife, and 
from time to time he reads and 
relaxes at his country house out- 
side Bologna. 

Despite a quadruple bypass 
operation, he works at least eight 
hours almost every day, writing by 
hand, and is so prolific — 22 
books, weekly newspaper and 
magazine columns, a weekly TV 
news show — that one colleague 
has dubbed him “a one-man news 
agency." 

'Looks’ aren’t everything 

He hardly looks the role of 
media powerhouse. “I have an 
everyday face, neither younger 
nor beautiful," he says with a 
broad smile from behind his desk 
in a tiny, sparsely furnished office 
at RAI. "Bull don’t have problem 
with ‘look.’ The most important 
thing for a journalist is to be cre- 
dible." 

Slightly stooped, he is short, 
with neatly parted white hair cov- 
ering a balding pate, dark brown 
eyes and ears that stick out ever so 
siighdy where they meet thick- 
rimmed glasses. He is partial to 
white socks and mixing tweeds, 
plaids and stripes in a nonetheless 
elegant style. 

The son of a sugar refinery wor- 
ker, he got into television by acc- 
ident when the bead of RAI TV 
deckled it would be a good idea to 
bring in new blood from the print 
world. 

At the age of 40, Mr. Biagi, who 
had broadcast propaganda for the 


invading U.S. Army in World II, 
was asked to do a TV special and 
then was named head of the nig- 
htly news on RAI in 1961. It took 
only a year for him to quit. "The 
world of politics in Rome wasn’t 
right for me," be says. “I thought 
the public was the most important 
thing." 

While working as editor and 
writer for a number of newspapers 
and magazines he continued to do 
occasional TV work and last year 
launched Italy’s first daily late 
night programme of news and int- 
erviews. 

This year, RAI moved the show 
to prime time, made it a weekly 
and changed the name to “Spot," 
a 70-minute current events show 
that has gained a large audience. 
“It goes to show that joamalisin 
sometimes works,” Mr. Biagi says 
wryly. 

Mr. Biagf s popularity was con- 
firmed by a recent survey about 
TV personalities by Panorama 
magazine that found he has a rec- 
ognition rate of 84 per cent and 
that ranked him first or second in 
every category such as bel- 
ievability or clarity. How he does 
it is something of a mystery. 

In person he is warm and aff- 
able. On camera, sitting stiffly 
behind a plain desk, he is stem, 
rarely smiling and speaks in an 
authoritative, resonant voice with 
only a trace of an Emiliano accent 
that adds an extra “o" or two. He 
can ask : tough questions but avoids 
die flash and polemics so popular 
among I talians . And he som- 
etimes even forgets to look at the 
camera. “It’s the camera that wat- 
ches me," he says. 

But what would seem a wea- 
kness is his strength. Television 
critic Franco Leonardi of Rome’s 
II Messaggero newspaper says Mr. 
Biagf s secret is that he is acc- 
essible to the average Italian and 
almost invisible on camera. “He 
never tries to be the protagonist of 
his shows.” Mr. Leonard! says. 
“He lets the others speak.” 

He is everyday in appearance, 



in the style of questions, in his cur- 
iosity, in the way he writes. Says 
one admiring journalist, “He is an 
extremely thoughtful, anti- 
in tel lectnal , sometimes irreverent, 
but plain spoken." 

Once when writmg about cor- 
ruption in Italy, Mr. Biagi began 
bis cxiluim: 1 ' Chicago in the 1920s 
must have been a happy place. 
You could recognise the gan- 
gsters." 

Some detractors 

Not everyone appreciates this 
style. “Biagi is serious, prepared 
and tries to stick to a train of tho- 
ught,” says Dr. Giuseppe Pie- 
trvaiie , a Milan psychiatrist. “If s a 
pity, however, that he often ends 
up being monotonous." 

Angelo Del. Treste, a gov- 
ernment employee in Rome, is 
more blunt. “I don't like him," he. 
says “He is arrogant and writes 
about banal things.” 

Most I talians disagree, how- 
ever. Alberto Cavaliari, former 
editor of Come re della Sera, 
Italy’s leading daily, says “He is a 
brilliant journalist, full of life and 
humour.’’ 

Even Mr. Qadhafi was app- 
arently a fan; Mr. Biagi was told 


the RAI was received in the for- 
mer Italian colony across the Med- 
iterranean. 

Butit isn't always who Mr. Biagi 
sees that makes headlines, but 
what he does. Take the case of the 
black briefcase. Until 1982, the 
briefcase never left the side of 
Roberto Calvi, the president of 
Banco Ambrosiano. When Mr. 
Calvi was found hanged in Lon- 
don after his bank collapsed with 
$1-2 billion missing, his briefcase 
had v anish ed. 

On April 1 , Mr. Biagi disclosed 
that the bag bad come into his pos- 
session a few hours before and, in 
a great piece of television drama, 
he opened it, ever so slowly, rev- 
ealing its contents one by one. (Ail 
the while hoping, be now says, that 
it wasn't some terrible April 
Fool's Day joke). 

Inside were Mr. Cal Vi’s false 
passports, family pictures, letters 
to Vatican officials, and 23 keys, 
seven of them appearing to be to 
safety deposit boxes. Only the 
keys were considered a significant 
discovery. 

Angry investigating judges sei- 
zed the bag and slapped Mr. Biagi 
with a judicial warning letter for 
possible obstruction of justice. 
The bag had come from a right- 
wing politican who said he got it 
from two unidentified men. 

Wrong side of the law 

Mr. Biagi also angered judges 
with a series of prison interviews. 
Mr. Biagi was the only person to 
interview Me h met Ali Agca, the 
Turkish terrorist serving a life sen- 
tence for shooting Pope John Paul 

n. 

In March, he had the last int- 
erview with Michele Sindona bef- 
ore the financier was killed by 
■ cyanide poisoning. (As in the case 
of his fnend Mr. Calvi, it is still 
unknown whether Mr. Sindona's 
death was suicide or murder). 

Some charge that Mr. Biagi 
unfairly uses the power of the 


state-run network to open doors, 
to which be snaps, “RAI has never 
intervened on my be half " 

As Mr. Leonard i, the critic, exp- 
lains “By now he is tnzo Biagi, a 
name do one dares touch. On the 
strength of bis personality he ean 
open doors that others can't.” 

In Italy that may be so, but it 
doesn’t explain how he got to late 
U.S. Sen. Robert Kennedy, Ele- 
anor Roosevelt, British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, Pol- 
ish Leader Gen. Wojdech Jar- 
uzelski, Albert Sabin or Nazi war 
criminals. 

How does he do it? “ I just ask,” 
Mr. Biagi says. “You never know 
who wDI receive you for an int- 
erview, or why.” 

So me critics call him banal, arr- 
ogant, boring, a writer who gives a 
false sense of .objectivity. Jou- 
rnalist Ruggero Guarini- even 
wrote a poem to Mr. Biagi saying 
he read his column not out of dev- 
otion but to marvel at “The most 
appreciated national habit: trivial 
moralism from newspapers." 

Mr. Biagi shrugs off . the cri- 
ticism and says, “ An old boss once 
told me that the worst thing for a 
journalist is to be boring. He said 
only one person had the whole 
truth, Jesus Christ, and they cru- 
cified him. That didn’t seem to 
him to be the major aspiration of 
journalists.” 

A lot of politicians from left and 
right would like to do just that to 
Mr. Biagi. His sometimes acerbic 
writings have drawn the ire of just 
about every major party. The Chr- 
istian Democrats, Italy’s largest 
party, once accused him of writmg 
“insults for pay." 

But Mr. Biagi obviously relishes 
the attention. The last thing one 
sees stepping out of his office is a 
newspaper cartoon.

Sindona and he washpoisoned.” 
Frame two: “Biagi interview^! 
Qadhafi and he was bombed by 
the Americans.”

Office screens now number millions but health issue is unclear

GENEVA — Visual display scr- 
eens have become standard equ- 
ipment in m il Sons of offices aro- 
und the* world, but despite the 
most intensive research there is 
still widespread debate over whe- 
ther or not they pose a danger to 
health. 

Today more than 10 million 
workers in the United States sit in ' 
front of a visual display unit 
(VDU) each day. Trade unionists 
say that, by the end of the decade 
more than half the workforce in 
developed countries and a large 
segment of Third World labour 
wfll be using them. 

Over the past 15 years, as their 
use has become more and more 
widespread, there have been per- 
sistent reports cf eyestrain, wrist 
and arm injuries, and worries 
about possible radiation hazards. 

Committees of the int- 
ernational Labour Organisation 
(ILO) and the World Health Org- 
anisation (WHO) in Geneva in the 
past year found the most common 
complaints among VDU ope- 
rators were eyestrain, and mus- 
cular pains in neck, shoulders and 
wrists. 

There was no evidence to con- 
firm, fears that radiation from 


video terminals could cause haz- 
ards for pregnant women, but 
D*>re research was needed on this 
issue, the committees said. 

The latest research on all the 
health issues will be studied at a 
major international conference on 
VDU safety in Stockholm this 
week. 

In Britain, a five-year survey of 
its employees by the big tel- 
ecommunications firm British 
Telecom last year showed there 
was no evidence of pematpent eye 
damage caused by VDUsV 

But short-term eyestrain rem- 
ains a problem. Experts said 
workplace design, including lig- 
hting and atmosphere controls, 
might be as much to blame as the 
screens themselves. 

Also the type of work — varied 
or monotonous, high-pressured or 
interspersed by breaks — was cru- 
cial in determining whether stress 
aggravates existing health pro- 
blems. 

In Australia most attention is 
now directed at wrist and arm 
damage, with thousands of wor- 
kers complaining of repetitive str- 
ain injury (RSI) caused by pro- 
longed keyboard work. 

Exact figures on how many 
people have been affected by RSI 
are not available but the Insurance 
Council of Australia (ICA) rep- 


orted that there were currently 
more than 20,000 claims against 
insurers Australia-wide for RSI- 
related injuries. It said “con- 
servative estimates” are that they 
will cost the industry at least $74 
milEpn. 

There is intense debate in Aus- 
tralia over the extent to which the ■ 
problem is physical, psychological 
or social. Most experts say tire 
problem developed through a 
combination of extended use of 
VDUs and poor ergonomic des- 
ign. 

A prominent Melbourne sur- 
geon, Dr. Ralph Poppenbeek, 
who specialises in the treatment of 
RSI, said recently it was a “com- 
plex medical and psycho -social 
phenomenon”. He said it usually 
began as a frictional strain of ten- 
dons, muscles or other soft tissue. 

Most patients recovered within 
six weeks. Poppenbeek said if 
recovery took longer, stress could 
be one of the reasons. 

RSI has been called the “Aus- 
tralian disease” because it appears 
to occur there more than in most 
Western countries. But Megan 
Pickett, industrial officer for the 
Australian Journalists Ass- 
ociation, believes that it occurs 
just as much in other ind- 
ustrialised countries but is not eff- 
iciently monitored. 

“We are still getting a worrying 


number of cases despite the upg- 
rading of the physical env- 
ironment. Journalists working to 
deadlines don't have time to take 
the advised breaks,” she said. 

A report by the ILO*s advisory 
. .committee on salaried employees, 
and professional workers said sti- 
ffness in neck and shoulders was, 
caused by operators having to 
keep their heads in a fixed pos- 
ition, and also , partly by mental 
strain.- . 

. This could be alleviated by good 
planning of workplaces, with scr- 
eens, tables and keyboards being 
fixed at heights suited to ind- 
ividual operators. The committee 
also recommended regular breaks 
every hour for operators doing 
repetitive work. 

“VDU operators who are tied 
to their jobs all the time and ass- 
igned to uninteresting tasks with 
tight deadlines show very definite 
signs of health disorders which can 
become Chronic, and even in the 
long run damaging to the system,” 
the report said. 

There has been persistent anx- 
iety over so-called clusters of 
premature births, miscarriages 
and birth defects, which, it has 
been suggested, are caused by rad- 
iation from the screens. Some 
women have gone as far as don- 
ning Ipad aprons for protection 
against assumed radiation risk. 


Manufacturers and many sci- 
entists insist that visual display 
units (VDUs) are safe. But res- 
earch collected by the ILO and the, 
WHO is not conclusive. 

Latest tests from Sweden show 
that . electromagnetic radiation 
' caused severe defects and even 
death among mice. Male rats dev- 
eloped smaller testicles. 

Ousters of reproductive pro- 
blems were noticed as early as 
1978 when four women working 
with VDUs in Australia were 
announced as having suffered 
miscarriages. 

Many such clusters have been 
reported around the world, but 
scientists, governments and man- 
ufacturers say they are coi- 
ncidental. 

Critics counter by arguing that 
despite repeated soothing sta- 
tements by governments and emp- 
loyers installing screens it has not 
been proved irrefutably that 
VDUs are safe. 

“There is no reason for any per- 
son, male or female, young or old, 
pregnant or not, to be concerned 
about radiation health effects 
from VDUs,” a Canadian health 
ministry report declared in 1983 
following exhaustive tests thr- 
oughout the country. 

International business mac- 
hines (IBM), the world's biggest 
computer company, has said rad- 


iation absorbed from all consumer 
products, including office screens, 
televisions, wrist watches and 
fuels, is for below the most str- 
ingent safely standards set by the 
industrialised world. 

“The total radiation of all 
, wavelengths from the use of a 
VD'U for eight hours a day pro- 
vides only one-half of one per cent 
of the radiation we receive from 
all sources "IBM's comp any med- 
ical officer in Britain has told emp- 
loyees. 

The ILO is the main body exp- 
ected to set guidelines. But its next 
meeting on the subject is not sch- 
eduled until late 1986. 

The WHO is currently pre- 
paring international rec- 
ommendations. Its last meeting on 
VDUs in December concluded 
that pregnant women had no rea- 
son to shy away from computer 
work, but at the same time cau- 
tioned that this did not mean they 
were safe. 

Meanwhile the concern itself 
could be a problem, noted WHO 
expert Dr. Charles Xintaras. 
Could even the mere fear of an 
illness spark development of the 
real symptoms? 

“How can we know that some- 
one working on a VDU is not also 
doing a dozen other potentially 
hazardous things? We simply have 
do answers yet,” he said. 


Large mass detected halfway to edge of the universe

PRINCETON, New Jersey - 
Princeton University astronomers 
have found evidence that an ext- 
remely large mass is halfway bet- 
ween Earth and the edge of the 
observable universe. 

Although the mysterious object 
has not been seen directly, the dis* 
covers estimated that its gravity is 
equal to a thousand large galaxies 
combined. 

The discovery near the con- 
stellation Virgo coukl lead to a 
revolution in understanding of the 
universe. The object has been 
impossible to classify, according to 
Edwin L. Turner, a Princeton ast- 
rophysicist and principal author of 
a report on the find in last week’s 
issue of the British journal Nature. 
“The most conservative exp- 
lanation would be that it’s a cluster 
of galaxies as large and dense as 
any we’ve ever seen,” he said. . 

“The problem is,” he added, 
“that we should be able to see such- 
a big duster quite easily in our 
telescopes, and we don't." Obs- 
ervations with more sensitive 
radio telescopes also have failed to 
see evidence of such a cluster. * 
The o tiier possibilities, con- 
sidered extremely exotic by ast- 
ronomers, are a black hole with 
the mass of 1 quadrillion stars and 
something called a cosmic string, a 
son of crack in space itselt 
“We may be seeing something 
that has only existed in bar the- 


ories until now/’^said J.R. Gott,. 
another Prmcetdn astrophysicist. 

Evidence of the new object, 
gathered in early March with the 
158-inch (4-metre) May all tel- 
escope at Kitt Peak National Obs- 
ervatory near Tucson, Arizona, is 
in the form of a double image in 
the sky. What seems to be two 
quasars, galactic cores so bright 
they are visible even at the uni- 
verse’s edge, is really just one. 

The double image, a kind of 
space mirage, is caused by an int- 
ervening object whose gravity is so 
powerful that it bends the quasar’s 
light, like a distorting lens. Pre- 
dicted by Albert Einstein and oth- 
ers in the 1930s, the phenomenon 
was found first in 1979 and has 
been seen five times since. None 
of these so-called gravitational 
lenses, however, has been as pow- 
erful as this one. 

The newly discovered lens sep- 
arates the quasar images by about 
2 JS minutes of arc, about 30 times 
the separation caused by the other 
lenses. 

Astrono mere have said they are 
convinced by the size of file sep- 
aration that the unseen object, the 
source of the gravity causing the 
double image, must be unp- 
recedentedly massive. 

Mr. Turner acknowledged a 
slim possibility that (he doable 
images might be two distinct obj- 
ects but said the evidence makes 
this extremely unlikely. Spectral 
analyses of both images, in which 
their tight is separated into its 


component colours, shows that 
each has essentially identical 
component wave lengbts. Quasars 
usually are quite different in spe- 
ctra. 

“It would be too much of a coi- 
ncidence for two quasars to be so 
nearly identical,” he said. 

Word about the new lens -has 
spawned a flurry of papers exp- 
loring its consequences for pre- 
vailing theories about the uni- 
verse. The 200-inch telescope 
atop Mount Palo mar in California 
is being trained toward the leasing 
object and is also seeking evidence 
that other, fainter nearby quasars 
may have been leased into double 
or triple images. 

The number of images is imp- 
ortant. If the lens is a duster of 
galaxies, it will produce three or 
more images. Ifit is a black hole or 
cosmic string. It will produce two. 

Moreover, all pairs of string- 
generated images would be arr- 
ayed with one image on each side 
of an invisible line. But if file obj- 
ect is a black hole, file images 
would be paired around a com- 
mon centre. Preliminary searches 
have revealed only the pair of 
images, making it impossible to 
answer the question. 

Cosmic strings and black holes 
are two of the newest additions to 
astronomy’s menagerie of the- 
oretical objects in the cosmos. 
Both are thought possible, butnei- 
ther has been seen for certain. 


Of the two, black holes are tho- 
ught more likely. They are born 
when stars run out of fuel and col- 
lapse. If the star has enough mass, 
collapse is inexorable. Instead of 
stopping when the mass is com- 
pressed into a solid, compression 
continues -indefinitely, beyond the 
point at which .atoms lose their 
identity. . 

Finally, the gravity is so strong 
that light cannot escape. The star, 
now only a few miles wide, is 
black. Black holes can grow to 
enormous size by polling in other 
stars,' but astronomers ■ calculate 
that it would take longer than the 
universe has existed for one to 
accumulate enough mass to be as 
powerful as the newly discovered' 
object. 

Cosmic strings ■ much more spe- 
culative, are strings of matter left 
after formation of the ■ universe 
and far thinner than a subatomic- 
particle but wjth a mass of billions 
of tons per inch of length. “ Cosmic 
strings are. a very exciting pos- 
sibility in this caie,” Mr. Gott said, 
“because -they should produce 
images with just this kind" of 
image sp fitting. 

If none of the proposed theories 
about the mass proves correct, the 
unsolved puzzle .could keep ast- 
ronomers busy for years. 

"My personal guess,” said Boh- 
dan Paczynski, a Princeton- ast- 
rophysicist, “is that this is what 
wiU happen."

Randa Habib's 
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‘Killing fields’ 


One* .again, 1 fed urged to talk about the kiliixig of dogs. 

No one argues the right of municipalities to fight the danger 
created by stray beasts, dogs included . But there are three matters 
‘ related to this issue, which are of great concern. 

Tbe first is the indiscriminate killing of animals, without asc- 
erfammg whether they belong to somebody, whether they are 
harmful or just poor animals that are suitable domestication. 

It Is my bumble opmion that animals (dogs) should be killed only 
when it is made certata that they are either rabid or wOd. Oth- 
erwise, dogs should be collected and kept in a place where int- 
erested people can view and pick them for pets when they like. 
There were many occasions when pet dogs were killed In their 
owners’ own gardens. The indiscriminate killing of animals is 
surely inhumane. 

The second is the method of lulling: shooting animals to death is 
probably the most efficient and the least dangerous to humans. But 
tbe use of poisoned meat is seriously dangerous to both humans and 
other pets. A doctor told me that the strychnine poison used to kill 
dogs is very fatal to humans. 

The third concern is the disposal of dogs" remains. In many 
ra ses the remans of a poisoned or shot animal are left to rot along, 
the road or in a neighbourhood, which apart from being disgusting 
is very unhealthy. 

No one objects to the extermination of wild or rabid dogs. But a 
man (or woman for that matter! who is cruel to those poor cre- 
atures. the animals, is most probably cruel towards people. 


Singapore eyes 
thinking machines 

Singapore i\ aiming tu heewtte a world centre for research into art - 
ifk'kit intelligence. Stephanie Yan chindti explain'. that a key. step in the 
process will he the upgrading of its cwnputei expertise fro- n <nninly 
pans asscnhly to the design of thinking machines. 


SINGAPORE — Singapore has 
set out on an ambitious course to 
become a world-class centre for 
research info artificial intelligence 
( AI). But it faces a number of bar- 
riers if it is to achieve its goal. 

The country has wide-ranging 
plans to upgrade its computer 
expertise from mainly parts ass- 
embly to the design of “thinking 
machines” at tbe very forefront of 
computer technology. 

Central to this strategy is Sin- 
gapore’s new S&21 -5 million ( U.S. 
$9.8 million) Information Tec- 
hnology Institute, (ITI) du£ to be 
completed in October. This will 
serve, as a centre for applied res- 
earch and development in all asp- 
ects of information technology. It 
wfll closely collaborate with ind- 
ustry, and artificial intelligence 
rates as a top priority, with its own 
special laboratory. 

ITI will also gather together 
research groups currently sca- 
ttered throughout government 
agencies. In addition it Is planned 
to launch new undergraduate pro- 
grammes for AI training, and str- 
engthen postgraduate research by 
invitiDg fiie best of foreign experts 
to teach. 

The aim is to turn Singapore 
into a first rate center for com- 
puter software design and win a 
share of file lucrative market in 
computer programmes. At the' 
same tune Singapore mandarins 
see AI as a tool for boosting ind- 
ustrial competitiveness, and a key 
to its cherished aim of becoming a 
“knowledge centre” for soutb- 
east Asia. 

Dr. Yeo Ning Hong, Minister* 
for Communications and Inf- 
ormation and himself an expert in 
AI, told a recent gathering of AI 
experts that artificial intelligence 
“is essentia] to our role as a kno- 
wledge broker.” 

Artificial intelligence involves 
the application of toe principles of 
human thought to computers. This 
converts simple “number cru- 
nchers'' into thinking machines 
capable of matching or even bet- 
tering the best human experts in 
certain narrow areas. 

Sales of AI hardware and sof- 
tware topped US. $700 mfifion in 
1984, according to a new study by 
merchant bankers Rothschild. 
The new-found commercial suc- 
cess of AI is largely due to inn- 
ovations in software, called expert 
systems. These sophisticated sof- 
tware programmes endow com- 
puters wftn the ability to mimic 
hu man thought. 

Expert systems are not “free” 
thinkers. They work to set 
“rules,” compiled from int- 
erviewing human experts about 
bow they think . However, the 
1 mechanical boffins also depend on 
“heuristic” reasoning, sometimes 
called the art of good guessing. 

Like human beings, the thi- 
nking computer builds up kno- 
wledge through experience. This 
enables it to tackle complex pro- 
blems which cannot be solved 
using conventional computing. 

Artificial intelligence is further 
advanced in the West and in 
Japan, where these expert com- 
puters help treatcancer, search for 
mineral and oil deposits, and help 
ran steel mills and petrochemical 
refineries. 

In the business world financiers 
are beginning to rely on expert 
systems in a variety of ways, from 
plannmg long-term capital inv- 
estments to making snap decisions 
on equity dealing. One prototype 
programme even assesses the pol- 
itical risks attached to int- 
ernational investment projects for 
wary insurance underwriters and 
international loan merchants. 

However, artificial intelligence 


could be equally important to 
newly industrialised countries 
(NICs) rimming the Pacific 
Ocean, such as Singapore. 

The “NICs” see it as one way to 
compete against bigger ind- 
ustrialised countries, by carving 
out special market niches. Prof. 
Edward Feigenbaum. computer 
scientist at Stanford University 
and key-note speaker at the recent 
meeting of AI experts in Sin- 
gapore, said: “Artificial int- 
elligence is ideal for a small nation 
such as Singapore. It requires no 
imports, as it is based on people's 
knowledge." 

The Information Technology 
Institute wilt initially have a pool 
of 40 computer professionals who 
will be transferred from the exi- 
sting Joint Software Engineering 
Programme between tbe National 
Computer Board and tbe Ministry 
of Defence. There wfll also be an 
advisoty panel of international 
authorities. 

The final programme remains 
to be worked out. But it is likely 
that ITT scientists will apply AI to 
solving practical problems in est- 
ablished industries such as shi- 
pping, transportation and fin- 
ancial servicing, as well as the 
growing telecommunications bus- 
iness. 

Expert systems would be able to 
organise coun tamer loading and 
storage at Singapore's busy port 
more efficiently, for example, and 
save may thousands of dollars a 
day. 

Singapore also hopes to win its 
share of fire future market for AI 
equipment and software which tbe 
American consultancy firm Art- 
hur D Little predicts will jump to 
US $200 billion by the end of the 
century. 

The Joint Software Programme 
has already brought one expert 
system. POSE, close to com- 
mercialisation. Picture Oriented 
Software Environment is a tool for 
systems analysis, which can be 
taught in an hour. 

The most lucrative application 
involves developed generic 
“shells” which could be tailored to 
fit a variety of industrial app- 
lications. At tbe moment it costs 
between U.S. $60,000 and U.S. 
$80,000 to purchase a single copy 
of AI software. 

For instance, Rubicon, another 
product of Singapore's AI res- 
earch under development, is a 
generic product for automating 
the production of expert systems 
for many industries, including tra- 
nsportation and financial ser- 
vicing. 

Singapore is also eyeing the 
huge untapped market for Chi- 
nese language programmes. At 
the ultra-modern Institute for Sys- 
tems Science, IBM’s Dr. Ifay 
Chang is leading a small team 
which is close to perfecting a Chi- 
nese version of Prolog, a popular 
AI software, which will find app- 
lications in designing rhimw 
expert systems.

However. China itself offers 
strong competition, says Edward 
Feigenbaum, as interest in art- 
ificial intelligence increases. Two 
years ago the Chinese Association 
of Artificial Intelligence boasted 
over 1,000 members.

Robert Miard, press officer for 
the Paul Ricard Track at Le Cas- 
tellet, said that for unknown rea- 
sons the car had spun several 
times, then somersaulted rep- 
eatedly, losing bodywork and lan- 
ding upside down. 

A fire started and was quickly 
extinguished, Miard said, and De 
Angelis was taken to Marseille in 
"a very critical condition, with 
very serious head injuries."

De Angelis was taken by hel-

LONDON (R) — Share prices ended sharply lower with Tue- 
sday’s buying enthusiasm shattered Wednesday morning by news 
of a £714 milli on rights issue from National Westminster Bank.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mas- 
sive debt cancellation may have to 
be part of a solution to the eco- 
no rale crisis faced by most African 
countries south of the Sahara des- 
ert, according to a study released 
Wednesday. 

Most of the countries need to 
adopt wide-ranging reforms to 
reverse more than a decade of 
economic decline and “die dif- 
ficulties of reversing this decline 
have been greatly intensified'' by 
annual interest payments of $6 bil- 
lion they have faced since 1980, 
said a report of the Institute for 
.International Economics, a pri- 
vate, non-profit research group. 

To support vital policy changes 
aimed at recovery, “these cou- 
ntries will need Aout $20-523 bi- 
lion annually in external fin- 
ancing... of which only about $16 
Mfion now seems assured," the 
study said.' 

The institute addressed its fin- 
dings to the special U.N. General 
Assembly session-on the African 
crisis, scheduled to start May 27. 

“There is an urgent need for a 
sharp increase in financial flows to 


Africa on highly concessional 
terms... (from) the World Bank, 
African Development Bank” and 
donors among the industrial cou- 
ntries, it said.

US. Defence Department has 
moved to block the award of a 
contract for combat bulldozers to 
the Frat-Alfo Co. because it is par- 
tially owned by Libya, Pentagon 
sources said Tuesday. 

The sources, who agreed to dis- 
cuss the matter only if not ide- 
ntified, said Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger had int- 
ervened in the case following tes- 
timony on Capitol H3J by Mr. 
■Fred Ikle, the under secretory of 
defence for policy. 

The House of Representatives 
on Tuesday approved a resolution 
asking Mr. Weinberger to delay 
awarding the contract to Fiat-Albs 
until after the Pentagon budget 


bill is passed. 

The resolution said U«S. anti- 
terrorist efforts against Libya 
“would be undercut by the ina- 
dvertent transfer of United States 
tax dollars to the government of 
Libya.” 

Mr. Ikle informed a Senate 
armed services subcommittee on 
May 1 that the Defence Dep- 
artment did not appear to have the 
authority to reject a valid low bid 
from Fiat-Allis even though it is a 
subsidiary . of Italy’s Flat SPA, 
which is 15 per cent owned by 
Libya. 

“The (Pentagon) attorneys are 
busfiy searching for ways to avoid 
awarding that contract," one off- 
icial said Monday. “And I can ass- 


ure yon they will find a way. It’s 
being held up now because they 
found a teeftniai/ reason to do so. 
Weinberger is taking a real hard 
line on this issue of Libyan own- 
ership. And Fiat now has a big 
problem." . 

According to Mr. Ikle, the Pen- 
tagon has awarded contracts tot- 
alling $23.6 million to Fiat or its 
subsidiaries since 1984. The 
government-owned Libyan For- 
eign Investment Co. has held a 15 
pm cent interest in Fiat SPA since 
1977 and has two seats on the 
company’s board of directors.

Strategic study reviews 
conflicts in Asia, Mideast 


LONDON (A P) — The Soviet-backed government in 
Afghanistan has made “considerable headway" in 
fighting the resistance and gaining the support of 
citizens, the International Institute for Strategic 
Studies (USS) said Wednesday. 

Reporting on the war during 
1985 and until early this spring, 
the USS said, “the recent con- 


sensus suggests that, while the 
Mujaheddin still control many 
mountainous areas of the country, 
the government is exerting greater 
authority in the most easily def- 
ended low ground.” 

"Although the guerrillas can 
still ambush convoys and stage 
hit-and-run raids, their attacks 
can no longer cripple the eco- 
nomy,” it added. 

Politically, the USS said, “even 
if the resistance were some day 
offered a real chance to win 
power, there is no doubt that the 
factions would fight one another 
bitterly over it ” 

On Tuesday, Afghan army for- 
ces bombarded a Pakistani border 
town with artillery, killing and inj- 


refugees were killed, the officials 
said. The high-explosive shells 
tore apart the refugees’ tents and 
cut down people as they tried to 
flee, they said. 

The foreign ministry statement, 
which provided few details, con- 
firmed that 13 of the dead were 
Afghan refugees. One Pakistani 
was also killed, it said. 

The Afghan charge d'affaires 
was summoned to the foreign min- 
istry in Islamabad late Tuesday 
and given a strong protest warning 
his government to halt such unp- 
rovoked attacks or face the con- 
sequences, the ministry said. 

News of Tuesday's attack 
came after the foreign ministry 
announced earlier in the day that 
Afghan air force jets had attacked 
Pakistani territory for three days 
in a row. One person had been 


uring dozens of people and dera-. * killed in the air raids and three 


o fishing shops and homes and an 
Afghan refugee camp, Pakistani 
officials said. 

The Pakistani foreign ministry 
said in a statement that the art- 
illery hit the small town of Terri 
Mengai and at least 14 people had 
been killed and more than 20 inj- 
ured. But officials in the Pakistani 
border city of Peshawar said more 
than 30 people had been injured. 

Afghan array artillery opened 
fire in mid-morning and fired doz- 
ens of hi gh explosive shells at the 
bonder settlement, said the off- 
icials, speaking on condition they 
not be identified. 

Many of the shells landed in a a" 
Afghan refugee camp on the out- 
skirts of the town, and 13 of the 


soldiers and two civilians wou- 
nded, the ministry said in an ear- 
lier statement. 

Pakistan has alleged that more 
than 20 people have been killed in 
Afghan air attacks in the past two 
weeks, including two major air 
raids which claimed nine lives 
each. 

Terri MengaJ is a major crossing 
point for Afghan refugees fleeing 
the war in their country and the 
area is also used by Afghan Mus- 
lim guerrillas fighting Afg- 
hanistan’s communist gov- 
ernment. The guerrillas often use 
the area to cross the border. 

Commenting on Pakistan and 
India, IISS said that “while the 
present governments are in little 


danger of falling, they both face 
considerable economic and social 
problems.” 

The USS annual report wel- 
comed due establishment of the 
South Asian Association for Reg- 
ional Cooperation, saying it 
•‘ migh t., over time and in small 
steps, build new confidence by 
solving non-con troversial. non- 
political problems." 

There are no indications that 
the Iran- Iraq war. more than six 
years old, will be over soon, the 
USS said, and the conflict is in a 
stalemate on the ground. 

“Iran is not prepared to neg- 
otiate but cannot dictate its own 
peace; Iraq is more than willing to 
make peace but cannot accept 
Iran’s terms. Both parties seem to 
be prepared for a long drawn-out 
conflict,” the report said. 

Summing up developments in 
the Middle East, the ASS noted 
that 1985 had appeared to be the 
year in which real progress would 
be made in settling the Arab- 
Israefi dispute, but this did not 
happen. 

The reason for failure, IISS 
said, was"nota reflection of a lack 
of desire on the part of the peace 
.makers but of their fundamental 
weakness in the face of those who 
oppose peace." 

“What 1985 revealed was a 
shift in the balance of power in the 
Middle East that had begun with 
the Iranian revolution, had been 
reinforced by the assassination of 
(Egypt’s President Anwar) Sadat, 
and was capped by the Syrian vic- 
tory in Lebanon," the report 
added. 

Unto the imbalance between 
moderate forces desiring peace 
and forces opposed to it is red- 
ressed, obstacles to peace-making 
will remain, the assessment con- 
cluded.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP) — Divers working in strong 
currents and murky waters have 
recovered an engine and electrical 
relay box that could show why a 
Delta rocket failed, the head of 
the investigation team reported 
Tuesday. 

“We're gratified to have our 
hands on this hardware." Mr. 
Lawrence J . Ross told reporters in 
announcing that the critical com- 
ponents bad been retrieved by 
divers from the U.S. navy sa/vage 
ship Opportune. 

He said last week that an ele- 
ctrical short circuit was the pro- 
bable cause of the early shutdown 
of the Delta first stage engine 71 
seconds after the rocket lifted off 
May 3. 

Without the engine thrust, the 
rocket spun out of control and was 
destroyed by a radio signal from 
the ground that ignited explosive 
packages in the vehicle. A $573 
mil Eon weather satellite was des- 
troyed. 

Mr. Ross said the short circuit 
most likely occurred in the eng- 
ine’s electrical wiring or in the 
relay box. He said the recovered 
material could help pinpoint the 
cause of the failure, which ended a 
string of 43 straight successful 
Delta launches. 

Searches by NASA ship Fre- 
edom Star and a four-man sub- 
marine, the Sea-Linkl, last week 
located the AFT section of the 
rocket with the first stage engine 
50 meters beneath the surface of 
the Atlantic about 48 kilometres 
offshore. High winds prevented 
the Opportune divers from att- 
empting the recovery until Tue- 
sday.

U.S. to assist Aquino 
in cleaning ‘real mess’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec- 
retary of State, Mr. George 
Shultz, in a shift of emphasis from 
two weeks ago, said Tuesday the 
United States will help lead an int- 
ernational effort to collect $2 bil- 
lion to assist President Corazon 
Aquino in coping with “a real 
mess” in the Philippines. 

In another development, the 
visiting Roman Catholic arch- 
bishop of Manila, Cardinal Jaime 
Sin, said in Washington that for- 
mer president Ferdinand Marcos 
has virtually no support left in the 
Philippines and that at least some 
of the people demonstrating on bis 
behalf are paid by Marcos’ cro- 
nies. 

The cardinal also told reporters 
that, with outside support and 
domestic self-help Mrs. Aquino 
should have the economy “flo- 
urishing in three years." 

- Mr. Shultz, appearing on the 
NBC-TV^ network's “Today” 
programme, said that although the 
administration is asking Congress 
to increase American aid by S150 
mil Hon this year," they need 
more, there is no doubt about it." 

He said the United States will 
try to help raise the $2 billion that 
Mrs. Aquino has said is needed to 
repair die economic devastation 
left by ousted leader Ferdinand 
Marcos. 

Mr. Shultz’ 1 -' emphasis on the 
need for more aid marked a cha- 
nge from two weeks ago, when he 
and President Roaald Reagan met 
with Philippines Vice President 
Salvador Laurel in Bali. Obv- 
iously annoyed, Mr. Shnltz told 
reporters, “Vice President Laurel, 


I must say, gave the impression 
that his needs were infinite, and 
we don't have infinite capacity to 
provide money." 

But some leading members of 
Congress, alarmed that relations 
between the Reagan adm 
inistration and the new Aquino 
government were getting off to a 
tense start, are pushing for more 
aid and a more friendly stand. 

Senator Richard Lugar, cha- 
irman of the Senate Foreign Rel- 
ations Committee, said last week 
he hoped the administration “will 
do better in exemplifying our con- 
fidence" in Mrs. Aquino’s gov- 
ernment and said Mr. Reagan 
erred in not calling Mrs. Aquino to 
congratulate her until nearly six 
weeks after she took office. 

Congressman Stephen J. Solaiz, 
chairman of the Lower House 
Subcommittee on Asian and Pac- 
ific Affairs, said in an interview 
that more aid is needed and he is 
-studying what levels Congress 
should consider, even within the 
rigid budget constraints. 

In a strong statement of sup- 
port for the Aqnino government. 
Mr. Shultz said Tuesday it “inh- 
erited a real mess from president 
Marcos. Their economy is in a lot 
of trouble. They are taking steps. I 
think the right kind of steps, to 
deal with it. But it will take time. 
They are reforming their military 
in a way that seems to us to be veiy 
much the right way to go about it. 
So they're trying to correct the 
problems they inherited, but they 
are real problems and they do 
need help.” 


Africans urged to adopt 
family planning schemes 


HARARE, Zimbabwe (AP) — 
Lawmakers from 37 African cou- 
ntries were urged Tuesday to 
adopt family planning and sex 
education programmes to curb the 
continent's population explosion, 
the world's hig hest. 

Mr. Bradman Weerakoon, sec- 
retary general of the International 
Planned Parenthood Federation, 
told the five-day all- Africa par- 
liamentary conference on pop- 
ulation and development the baby 
boom {Resents a challenge which 
will continue to daunt African 
governments. 

The non-governmental fed- 
eration had spent 5150 million in 
the past 16 years to help African 
nations improve living standards 
and in that time the mortality rate 
had been reduced from 25 to 16 in 
each 1000, he said. 

"But for responsible par- 
enthood, child spacing and family 
planning to be generally accepted 
and made pan of the people's eve- 
ryday life a great deal more rem- 
ains to be done,” he told the 250 
legislators cm the second day of 
the conference. 

Zimbabwe's deputy health min- 
ister, Mr. Edward Pswarayi, str- 
essed the need for education pro- 
grammes directed at African 
women to check the population 


explosion. 

“Programmes aimed at. exp- 
anding women's social and eco-'j 
nomic opportunities are the most 
significant measures that can be 
taken to enhance children’s health 
and the welfare of families," he 
said. 

The junior minister said also 
that family pl anning was imp- 
ortant to ensure child survival, and 
that African men should be more 
extensively educated about con- 
traceptives. 

“With improvements in child 
survival the concept of smaller 
families would be easier to emb- 
race "he said." Agrea ter demand 
for family planning would be gen- 
erated and we should not be found 
wanting.” 

The conference, which ends 
Friday, is being jointly organised 
tty the Zimbabwe parliament and. 
the U5. -based Global Committee 
of Pariiamentariansbh Population ■ 
and Development. 

Demographers and other exp- 
erts are alerting the African law- 
makers to the dangers of Africa's 
population explosion, a major 
obsacle towards development on 
the continent. While the birth rate 
is three per cent a year, food out- 
put has risen only 1.9 per cent in 
the last decade. 


Pretoria, Commonwealth 
mediators open talks 


CAPE TOWN (R) — The South 
African government, facing rel- 
eatiessblack unrest and a threatof 
economic sanctions, has opened 
talks with Commonwealth med- 
iators trying to arrange a truce 
between Pretoria and its guerrilla 
opponents. 

Six of die seven dignitaries from 
the Co mmonwealtb , which groups 
Britain and its former colonies, 
spent three hours with foreign 
Minister P& Botha Tuesday. 

Informed sources said the med- 
iators, led by former Australian 
prime minister, Mr. Malcolm Fra- 
ser and former Nigerian leader, 
Mr. Olusegun Ooasanjo, were 
also likely to meet South African 
President P.W. Botha and Mr. 
Nelson Mandela, jailed leader of 
the banned African National 
Congress (ANC). 

Diplomats said it appeared the 
team was urging Pretoria to rec- 
ognise the ANC, the main gue- 
rrilla group fighting white rule, 
and to free Mr. Mandela in return 
for an ANC agreement to call a 
■ceasefire and negotiate. 

The latest visit by the mediators 
was seen by some diplomats as 
crucial if Commonwealth states, 
were to be dissuaded from imp- * 
osing punitive sanctions on Pre- 
toria. 

“They can't keep shuttling back 
and fordi.” one diplomat told 
Reuters. “If this fails, then they 
will obviously recommend san- . 
ctions.” 

Half of South Africa’s trade is 
with the 49 Commonwealth states 
and a cabinet minister, who asked 
not to be named, described the 
sanctions threat as a “severe cha- 
llenge." 

The team is due to report next 
month to the Commonwealth sta- 
tes which agreed to set up the 


group as a compromise move after 
Britain opposed the imposition of 
sanctions at a conference last Oct- 
ober. 

The diplomat said: "If they suc- 
ceed it gets Britain off the hook: 

Diplomats say the mediators 
face a formidable task in seeking 
to reconcile Pretoria’s refusal’ to 
concede blade majority role with 
ANC demands for “one^persoo, 
one Mote." 

Despite recent reforms of the 
apartheid system, blade people 
must still live apart from whites 
and said their children to separate 
. schools. They have no vote in par- 
liament 

Mounting Mack radicalism has 
led to over 1,500 deaths in 27 
.months of unrest, mainly in da- 
shes between security forces and 
township residents but inc- 
reasingly in battles between rad- 
icals and those they see as“seUiag 
out" to the government. 

Tuesday, police said three men 
had been found burnt to death — a 
common method of killing in the 
black-against-black violence — 
and reported 55 arrests on charges 
linked to political unrest. 

Earlier, Tuesday, the gov- 
ernment introduced a bill to give 
black citizens full property own- 
ership rights within their seg- 
regated neighbourhoods. 

Mr. Botha had promised the 
legislation, presented to 
liament in Cape Town, more 
a year ago. 

Many blacks currently are res- 
tricted to 99-year leases of pro- 
perty in the urban residential 
areas set aside for them. The bill 
would allow such leases to be con- 
verted to outright ownership upon 
payment of a transfer fee to the 
leaseholder. 


Army plans frill- scale 
attack on Tamil rebels 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) — 
The army plans a full-scale off- 
ensive against Tamil separatist 
rebels in the north if terrorists lau- 
nch another attack in the capital, a 
senior government official said 
Tuesday. 

“We are expecting the next att- 
acks at any time now. The army 
will go into operation immediately 
afterward," said the official, spe- 
aking on condition he not be ide- 
ntified further. 

“After the next attack on Col- 
ombo, you will see the army lau- 
nch a full-scale operation in nor- 


thern Jaffna. Buildup there is 
under way,” said the official, who 
is close to foreign policy and nat- 
ional security circles. 

The official said he was w arning 
his staff to avoid bus and railway 
terminals where terrorists could 
strike. 

“The terrorists struck Colombo 
with great skill but if they strike 
again in the south, we will give 
them a devastating blow in foe 
north," he said. “Armed forces 
are itching to fight but foe pre- 
sident has restrained them."
